By a vote of 46 to 15 the Council at its meet- 


-$ng lastevening passed the order of Ald. 


Swift for the lighting of the boulevards dur- 
ing the vacation at the cost of the city over 


the Mayor’s veto, after Ald. John MeGillen- 


jpad characterized the Mayor’s message as 
“rot” and ** hogwash.”’ 

Mr. McGillen also said the Mayor’s action 
was unwise, injudicious, and uncalled-for. 
The Mayor, he added, had assumed that be- 
eause the owners of boulevard frontage were, 


* asa rule, well to do, they should be deprived 


of the privileges and rights they are entitled 

to under the law and the charter, and which 

are freely accorded to men in humbler cir- 
cumstances. This was, in his opinion, sheer 
demagogy. 

The boulevard property-owners paid their 
share for gas lighting. They should be pro- 
vided with such illumination. The Mayor 
begged the question and did not confine him- 
self to the facts. The Alderman moved that 
the order be passed, the veto to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The veto message was as follows: 

I beg to return herewith without my ap- 
val the order passed by your honorable body 
arsday, Jply 14, directing the Controller to 

arrange with the gas companies for the payment 

ofthe cost of lighting the boulevards out of the 
moneys paid or to be paid by the gas companies 
to the city under agreements with the city. 

This order, if carried out, would insure for the 
boulevards under charge of the park buards gas 
lighting out of the appropriation made by 
your honorable body ‘therefor in preference 
to other streets of the city and in exclusion 
to other streets of .the city. As is 
well known the appropriation for lighting the 
‘streets is inadequate. While the:city bas hereto- 
fore paid the gas bills for/lighting the boulevards 
the park boards haye in most cases fixed the 
number of lights upon the streets and have 
placed upon the boulevards and have there had 
lighted a larger number of lamps than is found 
*n other streets. You have received the opinion 
of the Law department that tie duty is upon the 
patk boards to light the boulevards. If there are 
any circumstances or considerations which call 
upon or justify the municipal authorities of the 
city in providing for the hghting of the boule- 
vards in whole or in part such circumstances and 
considerations should be carefully taken up and 
inquired into. 

I beg to suggest that this matter be referred to 
& special committee of your honorable body to 
take this matter up in connection with the City 
Controller and tho Corporation Vounsel, and to 


confer with the respective park boards and to re- 


port to your honorable body with such recom- 
mendations as the circumstances, in their opin- 
ion, justify. Respectfully submitted, 
HEMPSTEAD WASHBURNE, Mayor. 
Boulevards in Darkness. 

Ald. Swift seconded Ald. McGillen’s motion 
to pass the order notwithstanding the veto. 
He said that if it should be sustained it woulé 
mean that the boulevards would be in dark- 
ness during the Council vaéation. The Chair- 
man and Ald. Gahan concurred in this view. 

Aid. O’Nei'l came to the rescue of the 
Mayor. He said the veto was reasonable. 
There was no occasion to attack the Mayor. He 
had acted in accordance with the advice 
of the other city officers. He believed in sus- 
taining the city’ administration. Ald. Mann 
suggested that the matter be referred to a 
committee of five which might report at the 
next meeting of the Council. , 

There was a vigotous shout of “No, No,” 
at this. Ald. Coughlin was proceeding to de- 
nounce the Park Commissioners when the 
Chairman, Ald. Madden, called him to order. 


_ Ald. Noble warned the Council that if the 


Mayor’s véto was allowed to stand the boule- 
vards would be in darkness during the vaca- 
tion. The vote then occurred on the motion 
to pass the order over the Mayor’s veto. It 
Was so passed by the following vote:

Ald. Ellert moved the reference of the order 
to committee, although at the time the 
roll on its adoption had been called. There 


was intolerable confusion at the time and thie’ 


Chairman allowed the matter to go tothe Fi- 
nance committee. 

Ald. Sexton presented the following ordi- 
nance, which has the approval of the Controll- 
er and Supt. Barrett : 

Sec. 1. That hereafter all local improvements, 
consisting of electrical conduits, cables, lamp- 
posts, switches, and lamps necessary for the pur- 
pose of furnishing electric light for municipal 
purposes, shall be paid for by special assessment 
to be levied upon the property benefited. 

Sec. 2. That the cost of power-houses, real es- 
tate for power-houses, and the necessary nia- 
chinery for furnishing electric lights. aud the 
maintenance thereof. shall be paid for by general 
taxation. 


Ald. Bartine called up the order staying the 
assessinent for the Wentworth avenue sewer 
passed at a previous meeting in the Council, 
and moved a reconsideration in order that the 
condemnation proceedings should go ahead 
and the improvement be made. He said that 
the residents wanted the improvement. The 
non-resident property-owners did not. The 
West Pullman Land Association, he said, was 
fighting the improvement. He, Ald. Bartine, is 
an employé of that associat.:on, but in the in- 
terest of the people he was opposed to its 
course. There was not a soul on the lands of 
the association... There were residents in other 
sections who desired the 1mproverent. The 
opinion of those residents should govern, not 
the opinions of non-resident property owners. 
The children and friends of the former were 
taken out by the undertaker every day as a 
result of the unsanitary conditions of the 
district. These fatalities did not concern 
the non-residents. Ald. Bartine- made a 
strong effort to reconsider the staying order. 
He was supported by Ald. ©’Neill, but the 
Council refused to do as the Aldermen of the 
ward desired. The stay order was main- 
tained. 

Fighting the Evanston Electric Road. 

Ald. Sexton called up the North ‘Shore and 
Evanston Electric street railway ordinance, 
which was the special order for the evening, 
and moved its passage. Aid, Mulvihill, who 
was greatly concerned for the rights of the 
property owners, wanted the ordinance re- 
committed, because the petition was not 
signed by the owners of the necessary front- 


age. 

Ald. Sexton made an eloquent plea for the 
ordinance. He said that 90 per cent of the 
residents of his ward demanded it. Its passage 
would be a boon to the property-owners and 
to the residents. The opponents, he said, 
were a set of self-satisfied obstructionists who 
do nut require the accommodation the road 
offers. The objections against overhead wires 
were untenable, as alony the line where the 
overhead wires are to be used there are few 
residences now. The ordinance makes pro- 
vision ‘for the underground system as soon 
as practicable. The objection offered by Ald. 
Mulvihill as tothe insufficiency of the peti- 
tion was not sound in law. The Corporation 
Counsel so held, Ald. Sexton appealed to the 
Council to pass the ordinance in the interest 
of the residents of the northern portion of the 
Twenty-fifth Ward. ee 

Ald. O’Neill and Ald. Larson. protested 
against the overhead wire system, and Ald. 
O’Neill maintained that the ordinance as it 
stood implied the payment of two fares fora 
ride from the northern limits of the city to 
the business center. 

Ald. Tripp supported Ald. Sexton and said 
that the ordinance was a good one, demand- 
ed by the people of the territory affected, and 
approved of as to form by the Corporation 
Counsel. He hoped the ordinance would not 
be recommitted. It was not, Ald. Mulvihill’s 
motion to that effect beimg voted down. 

But the troubles for the ordinance had only 
begun. Ald. Biegler presented an amend- 
ment to the a section providing that 
within one yes® after a practicable under- 
ground electric motor system is discovered 
the same shall be substitutel for the trolley 
system on the direction of the Mayor and 
City Council.. Ald. Sexton objected, He 
thought such a clause would be a hardship to 
the company. Under it the company could 
be compelled to make costly, and at the same 
time useless experimenta. 

Ald. McGillen supported the Biegler amend- 
ment. . The trolley system might at this time 
be a necessary nuisance. perhaps, but he 
thought it should be got rid of as soon as pos- 
sible. Ald. McGillen’s views prevailed. and 
Ald. Biegier’s amendment was adopted. 

Ald. Brockman offered a new section, pro- 
viding that the cars shall be run beginning at 
6 o’clock m the morning till 12 o’clock at 
night and at intervals of ten minutes, except 
in the early morning and the evening between 
4 and 7o0’clock, whén they shall be run at in- 
tervals not to exceed eight minutes. This was 
adopted. Also an amendment by the same 
Aldermat making the term of the franchise 
twenty years. 

Tried to Kill It, but Failed. 

Then came Stanley Kunz with the killing 
amendment which provided that only one 
fare shall be charged for a ride one way be- 
tween any two points within the city limits. 
Ald. Sexton explained that this amendment 
would mean that the Yerkes company would 
get the cne fare and the new company would 
get nothing. He moved to lay Kunz’s amend- 
ment on the table, but that was defeated—35 to 
% The amendment, however, was defeated 
—28 to 35. Ald. McGillen, to further em- 
phasize the Bieglef amendment, moved 
that all poles and overhead’ wires 
along the line shall be removed 
within one year after the Council or- 
ders the adoption of an underground 
system. The amendment was adopted and the 


ordinance was passed. The full text of the 
ordinance was published in Taz Txisune of 


last Sunday. o 
Qn motion of Ald. Jackson an ordivance was 
passed on behalf of the West Chicago street 
car company, allowing it to extend its tracks 
along Crawford avenue, betweeu North avenue 
and Grand avenue, a distance of 1,200 feet, 
Mayor Washburne presented the following

RICH WINS HANDILY. 


THE FARMER NOMINATED FOR 
GOVERNOR OF MICHIGAN. 


It Is Done With a Hurrah and by Ac- 
clamation After an Informal Ballot— 
Some Lively Speeches in the Convention 
—~Make-Up of the Rest of the Ticket— 
South Dakota Republicans Completed 
Their Labors on the Second Day—Re- 
sults in Congressional Districts.

Saginaw, Mich., July 21.—[Special. ]—The 
informal ballot in the Republican State con- 
vention today was so strongly in favor of 

John T, Rich as the 
party candidate for 
Governor that Wayne 
County at once moved 
to make his nomina- 
tion unanimous. 

Mr. Rich had over 
360 votes more than 
Pingree and the Pin- 

, gree people threw up 

the sponge. The nom- 

‘ination might have 

been effected last night 

but Mr. Pingree’s 

friends complained 

JOHN T. RICH. that snap judgment 

was about to be taken against them and sug- 

gested the propriety of letting the matter go 

over until. today. The Rich people, well 

aware of the fact that the nomination could 

not by any possibility get away from them, 
consented to an adjournment. 

During the night Pingree’s friends endeav- 
ored to get some one who would come out as 
a candidate and weaken Rich. Overtures of 
this kind were made to Congressman James 
O’Donneli, but he was averse to the idea of 
allowing himself to be made aspecies of burnt 
offering, so he declined. 

The convention met this morning, the tem- 
porary organization was made permanent, 
and the Committee on Resolutions reported. 
Its report was adopted, and Rich was nomi- 
nated with all ease. He received a few more 
votes than the figures of William R. Bates, the 
Secretary of the State Central committee, 
credited him with last night. This was owing 
to the fact that there were breaks in one or 
two delegations supposed to solidly favor 
Pingree. 

Contests Before the Committees, 

The proceedings of .the morning were de- 
layed on account of the non-appearance of 
the Committee on Credentials. There were 
contests involving the eighteen delegates from 
St. Clair and the twelve from Macomb, The 
committee began its sessions yesterday after- 
noon, hearing testimony and arguments, and 
continued them almost uninterruptedly until 
10 o’clock today. The convention was waiting 
for itand had spent’ an hour listening to 
speeches and songs, A Detroit celebrity by 
name of Homer Warren sang ‘‘ The Sword of 
Bunker Hill” in a style that would be gratify- 


popularly supposed to have a patent thereon. 
Homer Warren is a better singer than Ed 
Harlan, and he woke up the convention in the 
} most surprising way. | 
Presently the committee made its appear. 
ance, and its Chairman, throwimg a big bundle 
of papers on the stage, clambered thereafter. 
He read his report, which declared in favor of 
the Rich delegates, and said it had been 
signed by eleven out of the twelve committee- 
en, One of the committee, Mr. Erwin 
Palmer of the First District, was preparing a 
minority report which the Chairman said 
would bé ready in the course of an hour or 
two. Mayor Pingree’s fnends wanted to de- 
lay. action until the minority came in, but the 
sentiment of the conyention against further 
delay was so strong ‘that the report was con- 
curred in, the dissenting member being given 
leave to file his views whenever he saw fit. 
The convention then selected two alternate 
Electors-at-large in the person of Charles VY. 
Deland of Jackson, representing the East 
District, and Aaron Clock of Caladonia for 
the West District. 


Swore in the Chairman. 


Some one or other called attention to a bit 
of business that was being overlooked, anda 
curious idea it was, too. It seems that there 
is a statute in this State requirtng that the 
presiding officer and Secretary of political 
conventions take an oath to well and truly per- 
form the duties of the offices to which they 
have been elected. “A delegate from up the 
country made a point of order on this propo- 
sition, and the Chairman, quick to discern the 
point, invoked the services of a Justice of the 
Peace. It really did seem asif half the dele. 
gates enjoyed judicial or notarial honors, for 
a great many men rushed to the platform to 
see that the statute was duly cumplied with, 
When this was done Chairman Brewer aaid 
that nominations forthe Governorship would 
be in order, and the $peech-making began. 

Now some of the speeches made on this 
auspicious occasion were not exactly well 
tempered or advised; The heat of the fight 
had been such as to obscure the judgment of 
the orators and language was indulged in that 
ill became the situation. Judge Moore of 
Lapeer led out with an effort for Mr. Rich, 
and he began his remarks by reference to the 
charge of the six hundred at Balaklava, say- 
ing that some one had blundered. He did not 
want tne Republican party of Michigan to 
blunder as it had done on other occasions, 
and indulged in some caustic language to the 
effect that the sentiment of particular locaii- 
ties should not be accepted as the thought of 
the party thfoughout the State. 

A few references of this kind were made, 
and Pingree's friends grew angry and restive. 
They seemed to think that Judge Moore was 
speaking directly against Pingree, instead of 
advancing the claims of his own candidate. 
When Judge Moore had concluded a young 
maa by the name of John B. Corliss of Wayne 
County proceeded to nominate Mayor 
Pingree, and in his speech he made use of 
some expressions which angered Rich’s 
friends exceedingly. He led off with the 
statement that sometimes parties had, out of 
a spirit of justice, to do things in recognition 
of merit, saying ‘“‘we had to lay down that 
magnificent man, James G. Blaine, at Minne- 
apolis, in order to give equal justice and 
recognition to the administration of Benjamin 
Harrison.”’ 

Not in the Line of Harmony. 

This expression of belief was received with 
a few hisses, but Corliss Created more ill feel- 
ing a moment later when he said: ** We can’t 
afford to nominate 4 politician, who has been 
weakened by defeat in the past. or one, no 
matter who he may be, unfortunately asso- 
ciated with railroad corporations, or who in 
person, or by his fmends, may have embit- 
tered a class of our voters or one who is large- 
ly backed by office‘seekers. It was through 
the enmities in the Republican party that the 
Democrats got control of the Senate in the 
last Legislature.”’ 

Mr. Corliss was roundly hissed. He said 
the party needed a candidate who could not 
be influenced by corporations, and spoke of 
Mayor Pingree as a galiant soldier and Ander- 
sonville prisoner, who began life as a shoe- 
maker at the bench and now was at the head 
of a large manufacturing industry. ‘‘He can 
bring you,” said Mr. Corliss, ‘* twelve Kepub- 
lican Representatives, four Senators, three

There was not @ Rich man in all the conven- 
tion who was not whooping mad at Corliss, for 
his speech was ex gly ill-tempered. 

Gen. Spaulding of Monroe, who followed, 
said that the unamimous voice of the party in 
Michigan favored the nomination of Mr. Rich. 
He made a laugh by turning to the Pingree 
people and saying sympathetically: “‘ You are 
in the inevitable, you have our sympathy, but 
there is no escape.” 

Gen. Spaulding, continuing, declared that 
John T. Rich was not the agent of corporate 
interests, but the friend of the railroad em- 
ployeés of Michigan, Then the Pingree peo- 
ple set up cries of “No!” “No!” 

Continuing, Gens Spaulding said that the 
engineers and brakemen loved Rich because 
he had enforced the Jaw which gave protection 
to life and limb, whereupon Pingree’s friends 
shouted, *‘ Never!’* “* Never!’’ 

There were a number of other speeches, but 
none as acrimonious a8 those above men- 
tioned. 

Rich Is Nominated, 


The first ballot was, on motion of Pingree’s 
friends, declared to be informal. It resulted: 
Rich, 57934; Pingree, 21044; O’Donnell, 5 
The nomination was Rich’s from the start, 
and when the resulé was announced Mr. Cor- 
liss, on behalf of Wayne County, gratuitously 
moved that the nomination be made unani- 
mous. The convention iadorsed the proposi- 
tion. - 

Mr. Rich was called on and made a rousing 
speech, in which he laid down hard Republi- 
can doctrine, and, after returning thanks for 
the marked compliment paid him by the con- 
vention, pledged hjmself to use every in- 
fluence at his command to carry the State. 
His effort was exceedingly well received and 
he was loudly applauded. The Rev. Washing- 
ton Gardner also made a happy talk, and was 
followed by Mayor Pingree. He caught the 
audience and in a ten minute speech made a 
great many friends for himself, laying the 
foundation for what; would appear to be an 
exceedingly promising political future. He 
told the delegates and assured the party at 
large in Michigan that every influence he 
could bring to bear would be exerted in be- 
half of the State ticket. 

There was a good deal of rivalry and 
friendly strife over the other places on the 
State ticket. The Northern Peninsula was 
honored in the selection of Joachim for Sec- 
retary of State and Hambitzer for Treas- 
urer. There never was a time before when 
the peninsula received two places. "The Re- 
publicans are looking toward that section for 
an increased vote this fall, and in Hambuitzer 
and Joachim have unquestionably found 
strong candidates. — 

John T. Rich was born in Vermont fifty- 
one years ago. His father came to Michigan 
in 1847 and settled on a farm in Lapeer 
County. ‘This has been Mr, Rich’s home ever 
since. He is and always has been a practical 
farmer—not orie of those theoretical book- 
reading farmers, but a regular old hay- 
tosser. He has 240 acres of the finest farm- 
ing land in Michigan, located near Elba. He 
lives on the farin and operates it himself. Mr. 
Rich is a man of splendid physiaue, a trifle 
over six feet tall, with broad shoulders, erect 
carriage and of striking appearance. Four- 
teen years ago he was elected as a member of 
the House of Representatives of the Michigan 
Legislature.

The estimate of the population of Chicago 
by the publishers is 1,420,000. This estimate 
approximatesto a close degree that of all other 
authoritative computations. - The figures fur- 
nished by Mr. Frankland, the Superintendent 
of the School Cenbus, to the Committee on 
Census of the Board of Education on Wednes- 
day evening shows Chicago’s population to be 
1,428,318. The directory census is given in

The new directory not only has one column 
more Of names on a. page, but it is also a 
thicker volume than the directory of last year. 
The book is almost as large as Webster’s 
unabridged dictionary. The binding is of 
linen instead of paper. 

Another feature this year is a complete reg- 
ister kept by the publishers of the number on 
each directory issued to a subscriber to assist 
in tracing the book when lost or stolen. 

There are 2,066 pages in the volume and 
1,640 pages of names exclusive of the business 
directory. The increase in foreign born pop- 
ulation has largely exceeded the increase in 
native born Americans. 

Johnsons in the Lead. 


The Johnson family is distancing the pro- 
verbial Smith family in point of numbers. 
In 1891 there were 4,400 Johnsons; this year 
there are 4,900. There were 3,800 Smiths in 
1891, while this year there are 4,200. 
The Browns follow the Smiths in having 
2,200 names in the directory this year, against 
2,000 last year. The illustrious Jones tribe 
furnishes 1,600 names this year, an increase of 
200 since 1891. 

Last year there were about 3,000 real estate 
men and there are fully 3,500 this year. The 
contractors and builders have increased to 
nearly 1,200. In 1891 there were about 1,700 
lawyers, while the number this year is 1,900. 

R. H. Donnelly, agent for the company, 
gives some interesting information in regard 
to the work necessary to publish such a large 
directory. He says the population given is 
based on careful estimates from the schoo 
census, the government census, and the in- 
crease in the size of the work. Mr. Donnelly 
thinks his estimate of 1,420,000 population for 
Chicago is under rather than above the actual 
number. 

The work on the book was commenced the 
first Monday in May. Two hundred can- 
vassers were employed five weeks. They were 
instructed for several days previous to going 
to work in a system so elaborate that but few 
mistakes could occur and fraudulent 
entries were made plain. The work of the 
canvassers was handled by twenty-five exam- 
iners. One hundred and ten compositors were 
kept busy and forty proofreaders were neces- 
sary. 

The few people missed were those who 
moved from an uncanvassed district into one 
previousiy canvassed. ‘These mistakes are 
few as many people not found at home are 
found at their places of business. 

Where There Was Trouble, 

Some trouble was experienced in the large 
office buildings such as the Masonic 
Temple, Woman’s Temple, Unity Building, 
and others in course of completion. People 
were moving in and out daily and in spite, of 
five or six visits to them some have n 
missed. 

Each book is numbered and accompanied 
by a card giving the subscriber the privileges 
of the company’s library, containing the di- 
rectories of all the prominent cities. When 
the address of a person in London, Paris, or 
any American city is wanted the number of 
che card is stated, and the desired informa- 
tion given personally or by telephone. 

Mr. Donnelly tells many amusing stories 
of the people met by the canvassers and their 
actions. Some send the names of the entire 
family. Others want their names left out on 
all manner of pleas. Divorce cases cause 
many people to request that their names be 
suppressed.

President Harrison Names Oct. 21 for a 
General Celebration.

proclamation was issued this afternoon by the 


President: 

WHEREAS, By a joint resolution approved June 
29, 1892, it was resolved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica fh Congress assembled, “ That the President 
of the United States be authorized and directed 
to issue a proclamation recommending to the peo- 
ple the observance in all their localities of the 
400th anniversary of the discovery of America, on 
the 2ist day of October, 1892, by public demon- 
stration and by suitable exercises in their schools 
and other places of assembly,” | RS 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, in pursu- 
ance of the aforesaid joint resolution, do hereby 
appoint Friday, Oct. 21, 1892, the 400th anniver- 
sary.of the discovery of America,.as a general 
holiday for the people of the United States. 
On that day let the people, so far as possible, 
cease all toil and devote themselves to such exer- 
cises as may best express honor to the discoverer 
and their appreciation of the great achievements 
of the four completed centuries of American life. 

Columbus stood in his age as the pioneer of 
progress and enlightenment. The system of uni- 
versal education ts in our age the most prominent 
and salutary feature of the spirit of enlighten- 
ment, and it is poustety appropriate that the 
schools be made by the people the center of the 
day’s demonstration. Let the national flag float 
over every schoolhouse in the country and the 
exercises be such as shall impress upon our youth 
the patriotic duties of American citizenship. 

In the churches and in the other places of 4s- 
sembly of the people let there be expressions of 

ratitude to divine providence for the devont 

aith of the discoverer and for the divine care 
and guidance which has directed our history and

EDISON RICH SHOT BY HIS PARTNER. 


The Omaha Attorney Badly Wounded Over 
| Trouble in the Firm, 

Omana, Neb., July 21.—[Special, |—Edison 
Rich and George Jeffrey, who have for years 
been associated in the law business at Omaha,. 
have been engaged ina partnership row for 
several days. Today in their office Jeffrey 
shot Rich. Last week Rich started to Europe 
on an important case. He wasin New York 
ready to sail when Jeffrey wired him that the 
firm had dissolved. Rich returned to Omaha 
anc found that his partner had advertised the 
fact and taken personal charge of all the firm’s 
business, 

Nearly the entire morning had been con- 
sumed.in an attempt to compromise the diffi- 
culty. Rich visi Silas Cobb, Jeffrey’s at- 
torney, and talked compromise. Cobb sug- 
gested that the whole matter be left to three 
arbitrators. He refused peremrtorily. 

About noon Jeffrey applied for an injunc- 
tion restraining Rich from preventing him 
from having access to the office and books of 
the firm. The order was issued and given to 
Deputy Sheriff John T. Daily to serve. 

Accompanied by Jeffrey Daily went to the 
office occupied by Rich. 

He served the paper on Rich and with 
Jeffrey sat down. In a moment Rich came in 
and said to Jeffrey: ‘“* George, I guess you 
had better get out of here,”’ 

Rich took out bis watch and said he would 
give Jéffrey just five minutes to get out; then 
he went out into the other room. 

= about five minutes he came back and 
said: 

‘“*T have a notion to throw you out of the 
window and break your neck. I guess I’ll 
kill yuu.” 

Jeffrey said several times that ne wanted to 
talk with Rich. 

— said: “‘I won’t settle with you. Get 
out. 

Rich then pushed past Daily and sprang at 
Jeffrey, who shot him. 

Mr. Sears, who is in the office with the firm, 
said: ‘* About 1 o’clock Deputy-Sheriff Daily 
entered with a’tempurary restraining order 
preventing Rich from keeping Jeffrey out of 
the office. Rich and Jeffrey had some words 
when Rich asked Jeffrey: * What will you 
take for your interest im the busines in cash 
and go out of it? You have attempted to de- 
fraud me—beat me—but I am willing even 
now to do the fair thing by you.’ ”’ 

Mr. Kich followed this up by adviain 
Jeffrey to consult Lawyer Cobb. Then Jef- 
frey pulled out a revolver and deliberately 
fired at Rich. The.ball struck him in the 
right forearm, breaking the bone and giving 
him a slight flesh wound in the side. 

Rich pleaded for Jeffrey’s wife and baby 
that the affair be not mentionéd inthe papers. 
It is more than probable that a suit which was 
filed in the District Court this morning, to- 
gether with a restraining order enjoining 
Rich from interfering with the firm’s proper- 
ty, collecting the firm debts, or using the firm 
name, caused the affair.

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LAUNCH MEN PROTEST AGAINST 
CHIEF BURNHAM’S ACTION. 


They Say That the Boat of the. Columbia 


est Record in the Tests—What the Offi- 
cial Figures Show as to Speed, Carrying 
Capacity, and Profit to the Exposition— 
Action on the Joint Board to Be Taken 
—Exposition Notes. 

Lively times are ahead on the question of 
granting the exclusive privilege of carrying 
passengers on boats throughout the inland wa- 
ters of Jackson Park. Chief of Construction 
Burnham recommended yesterday to the 
Committee on Grounds and Buildings that the 
award be made to the Columbia Launch com- 
nany, whose record and trial tests have been 
the slowest, and the committee adopted Mr. 
Burnham’s recommendation. This, however, 
is merely preliminary. The final decision 
will be reached by the Committee on Ways 
and Means, to which the recommendation of 
Mr. Burnham will be referred, 

The Columbia Launch cunipany uses elec- 
tricity asa motive power. For this reason, 
according to official tests, the Columbia 
Launch company stood at the foot of the list 
of competitors for the privilege. There was a 
chorus of dissatisfaction when the award was 
made. Injunction suits were freely threatened 
against the company on the claim that its bat- 
teries were infringements. 

Early in March the Exposition company be- 
gan looking around for bids+for furnishing 
either steam or electric launches to run on the 
canals and lagoons. Proposals were submit- 
ted by several competing firms, but in order 
to see just what the bidders would do each 
was requested to supply for test purposes a 
model launch propelled by either steam or 
electricity. About six weeks ago some 
of the launches were on the ground. Meek- 
er & Coyne had an electric launch and a 
steam launch; C. P. Willard & Co. put on 
triala steam launch and a pneumatic boat; 
the Electric Launch and Navigation company 
of New York furnished an electric boat, and 
the Columbia Launch company had an elec- 
tric and also a steam launch, the fuel for the 
latter being kerosene. 

Four weeks ago a series of tests was inaugu- 
rated by the Construction Department. Over 
a course of four-fifths of a mile-each of the 
contesting boats was required to run ten hours. 
They were loaded with bags of sand, represent- 
ingin number and weight the carrying ca- 
pacity of passengers. 


dropped out. Mr. Meeker’s electric launch 
was withdrawn. Mr. Willard’s pneumatic 
boat would not operate satisfactorily. The 
Columbia Launch company’s steam boat 
made such an unpleasant odor by the burning 
of kerosene that it was not considered eligible, 
and the test eventually narrowed down to four 
launches, When the tests were completed the 
following table, taken from official records, 
was compiled:

The speed an hour of the four boats during 
the timne of the test was as follows: Isabella, 
7.29 miles; America, 6.54 miles; Electra, 5.4 
miles: Volta, 3.38 miles. Mr, Meeker’s boat, 
Isabella, was the swiftest and the Columbia 
et company’s boat, the Volta, the slow- 
est. ' 

But aside from the speed and motive power 
of the boats thereis another important ques- 
tion which will figure largely in the final 
award of the contract. Each one of the bid- 
ders has agreed to paya certain percentage 
of the gross receipts to the Werld’s Fair. The 
contrast between the money:+making powers 
of the boats, according to the test, is great. 
If passengers, instead of sandbags. had been 
carried by each of the boats on 
its run and aé fare of 10 cents 
charged for the round trips the receipts to the 
Exposition company would have been $30.66 
from the Columbia Launch company’s boat. 
which was recommended by ‘Mr. Burnham, 
as against $103.88 from Mr. Willard’s 
boat, America, which was ruled out. The fol- 
lowing table conipiled from the records shows 
the earnings of the various boats and the per- 
centage of the gross receipts offered by the 
competing bidders:

This action would involve the 
World’s Fair iu a predicament, inasmuch as it 
takes time to build boats, and none of the bid- 
ders have a single one more than the models 
in the contest. The Consolidated Electric 
Storage Battery company of New York con- 
trols the Brush patents, and Vice-President 
Moore of the New York Launchcompany said 
last night that the Consolidated company’s 
— had been sustained in four different 

Jnited States District Courts, and intimated 
there would be music in the ate if the Colum- 
bia Launch company was given the, contract. 

The Columbia Launch company, however, 
thinks it is all right and will give a bond to 
carry out the contract if awarded it. 

Messrs. Willard and Mecker, thesteam launch 
men, felt they had not been fairly treated by 
the Exposition company. 

“We have had our boats déwn at the park 
for several weeks,”’ said Mr. Willard. ‘* They 
represent an outlay of $20,000. They have 
been maintained at a cost of $100 per day, and 
yet the Grounds and Buildings committee, 
which indorsed Mr. Burnham’s recommenda- 
tions, has not shown us the courtesy of exam- 
ining either Mr. Meeker’s boat or my own.” 

Mr. Moore did not say muth, except that 
his company would be heard froin later. 

The Columbia Launch 
company’s boat has made in évery way the 
poorest record. It was charged for 235 am- 
pere hours and out of that got a service of 
but 100 ampere hours. (ur boat, the Electra, 
was charged for 160 re hours and se- 
cured a service of 137‘ampere' hours.

IS SURE OF THE APPROPRIATION. 


Commissioner Lannan Says Congress Is 
Sure to Furnish the Money. 

National Commissioner P. H. Lannan of 
Utah says Chicago will be granted the $5,000,- 
000 World’s Fair appropriation by Congress. 
Mr. Lannan is in a position to speak with 
confidence. He is a member of the Board of 
Control of the Nationai Commission and re- 
turned yesterday from Washington, where he 
has been for two weeks working with _Com- 
missioner St. Clair, President T. W. Palmer, 
and Commissioners Groner, Sanders, Alien, 
and Andrews 1n aid of the bill. Mr. Lannan 
left Washi n because he considered the ap- 
propriation so certain that it was unnecessary 
to remain longer. 

“There is no doubt,” he said, “that the 
bill will pass. It Las got toa point where we 
are sure of it. The small majority of twelve 
which voted against the bill has been over- 
come by persistent effort. If those who 
voted with us stand by their colors the opposi- 
tion will fail. his is conceded by the strong- 
est —— 

‘Then there is another reason for feelin 
safe. The Senate has let it be unders 
that it will stand by the bili under all circum- 
stances. A great many of the prominent 
Senators have their homes in Washington. 
While members of the Lower House are per- 
spiring and eager to rush home, the Senators 
can camp at Washington all summer, and 
this they will do rather thad yield. 

* There will be no compromise or reduc- 
tion in the amount. We were approached 
with the’ proposition to cut the appropriation, 
but this was steadily rejected. Again we 
were asked to wait until next December. It 
certainly would have been easy sailing at that 
time if the appropriation could have been de- 
layed salong. Many of the members failing 
of reélection would be willing to vote accord- 
ing to their convictions without regard to 
constituents.”’ 

“Of course we were met with the ‘unconsti- 
tional’ argument. It was perhaps the ie. A 
est one against which we had to contend. e 
pointed out that the government appropriated 
money for making an exhibit at Paris and that 
this case was parallel to what we wanted. One 
argument of a wholly different character was 
constantly presented by New Yorkers. When 
approached they would say, ‘I want nothing 
more to do with Chicago. I was skinned at 
the Democratic couvention.’ To these com- 
plaints we usually told the New Yorkers, it 
was all right to swear at Chicago, but we were 
asking them to vote not to help Chicago, but 
to maintain the national honor of the govern- 
ment,”’ 

Mrs. Potter Palmer, President of the Board 
of Lady Managers, thinks Congress has taken 
advantage of Chicago’s pluck. “I don’t want 
to crilicise those good men at Washing‘on,”’ 
she said yesterday, “but tney think Chicago 
will raise the money and make the Fair a suc-

Description of the Ruins of What Was 


Once a Magnificent Building. 

Bilackwood’s Magazine: There rises a huge 
wall seventy feet high, inclosing a square 
court of which the side is 740 feet long.

FUTURE COAL PRICES. 
MER, HOLDEN WILL NOT GUESS ON 
THE PROBABLE HEIGHT.

Points Brought Out by the New York In- 
vestigating Committee as to the Aim 
and End of the Combination—Flour 
Manufacturers Unite to Take Care of 
the Metropolitan Trade—The American 
Watch Jobbers’ Association—News of 
New York, 

New York, July 21.—[Special.}—E. R. 
Holden, Vice-President of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western railroad, spent an 
uncomfortable two hours today at the Murray 
Hill Hotel before the Senate committee 
which is investigating the Reading coal com- 
bination. Mr. Holden is a stout, florid old 
gentleman with burnsides and a poor opinion 
of the public generally, and newspaper people 
in particular. 

The counsel to the committee, Daniel G. 
Griffen, had a disagreeable way of asking 
leading questions and sticking to them, much 
to the annoyance of the witness, and at such 
questions he pushed on the burnsides with a 
vim that threatened to. drive them clear 
through his rosy cheeks. A most singular ef- 
fect of this process was that the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s memory seemed to become a blank 
under the pressure on the whiskers. 

Mr. Holden’s company is not officiaily con- 
nected with the Reading combine. Sut there 
is a strong feeling of friendship existing be- 
tween the two corporations, and since the 
combination they have gone merrily hand in 
hand in the laudable work of raising the price 
of coal to the consumers. The coal business 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western— 
production as well as transportation—is en- 
tirely in the hands of the Vice-President, and, 
as he himself put it, he is a “sort of patri- 
arch’’ in the pursuit. : 

At the beginning of the hearing Mr. Holden 
gave some general information on the rela- 
tions of his own and the Reading company, 
which was interesting chiefly because it told 
nothing. Then, further along, and after con- 
siderable dodging, he admitted that the price 
of coal at tidewater points had been 
fixed for some time past at “con- 
ferences”’ between representatives of the 
coal-producing companies. At these 
always represented the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western. There 
were also representatives from the Reading, 
the Lehigh Valley, and Pennsylvania Coal 
company, and the Delaware ana Hudson, The 
last one at which an increase had been de- 
cided on was held in June. 

‘* Does President McLeod of the Reading 
systein ever attend these conferences?”’ 

** IT have seen him there at times.”’ 

**The amount of coal to be purchased is 


also fixed at these meetings, is it not?” 


For along time the witness could not be 
pinned down to a direct answer on this, but 
finally he admitted that such was the case, 

‘*The average increase would be at least 25 
cents a ton, wouldn’t it?’’ Mr. Holden was 
asked, 

“*T guess it would. ”’ 

** And even this increase would make a pret- 
ty substantial addition to the income of the 
producers and to the cost to the consumer?”’ 

‘**T’m not very good at figures and [I gvyess 
you’ll have to figure that out yourself.’’ 

** Well, let’s see. What is the average year- 
ly production of anthracite?’ 

** About 45,000,000 tons.’”’ 

**And 25 cents a ton on that would mean 
about $11,000,000 or $12,000,000 more out of 
the pockets of the peovie to help swell the 
gains of the coal-producing com panies?”’’ 

Mr. Holden said he did not know whether it 
would or not. There were a great many 
things to be taken into consideration, but 
what they were he did not detail. 

“How long, in your opinion, will coal-con- 
tinue to advance?’’. 

“Well, 1 don’t know. 
tember or October.” 

“You hope to get still more than you are 
getting now?” ; 

**T certainly hope so. I shall certainly do 
my best to bring about such a state of 
affairs.’’ 

Then Mr. Holden proceeded to give his idea 
of the cause of increase. The production of 
coal had been placed “‘under intelligent con- 
trol’? by the Reading construction-—* Read- 
ing leases,”’ as the witness insisted upon 
putting it. . 

“ That is to say, you can fix the price now 
to suit yourselves, and you have determined 
to get all you can?” suggested Senator Sax- 
ton. 

* I can’t say as to that. Ours isa mercan- 
tile affair, and, like other tradesmen, we try 
to make as good a bargain as we can,”’ 

** Your ambition then is to fix.the price up 
to the extreme limit which the consumer will 
stand ?”’ 

On this point the witnéss refused to commit 
himself. As to the future price of coal, he 
thought it would hardly go up as high as $5 a 
ton wholesale delivered at tidewater. 
might reach $4.50 for all grades 
would insure a ‘* reasonable profit. 
that, when it got to $4, it reached a “ danger 
a where the producers are threatened with 

oss.’ 

**If that is the case, how is it that your com- 
pany has become so wealthy in the past under 
the old rates?’’ 

Mr. Holden could not tell. Their stock, he 
admitted, was selling at 140 last January be-

COMBINATION OF FLOUR MILLS,

Plans fora Big Company to Handle the 
New York Output, 

Nzw York«, July 21.—[Special. |—Nearly all 
the arrangements have been completed for 
the formation of a company which will absorb 
theb ig flour mills of this city. The new cor- 
poration is to be a $7,500,000 affair, and-ewill 
practically control the milling business in 
New York and its neighborhood. Five com- 

anies go into the combination. These are the 

ecker, the Jewell oe company, the 
Kings County company, Holt & Co., and 
Jones & Co. The first named has the Croton 
Mill in Cherry street, the Jewells run what are 
known as the Brooklyn City Fl. ur Mills, Holt 
& Co’s. plant is on Staten Island, and Jones & 
Co, have the New York City Roller Flour 
Mills at No. 35 Broome street. Altogether these 
mills are estimated to have a capacity of 
9,000 barrels a day. | ) 

The financial part of the combination in- 
cludes the issue of $2,500,000 bonds, to bear 6 
per cent interest and to run thirty years, the 
company retaining the privilege of buying u 
the bonds after ten years at 110 and accru 
interest. The schedule of officers bears these 
names: John V. Hecker, President; Eugene 
Jones, Vice-President; Thomas A. McIntyre, 
Treasurer, and Herbert Jewell, Secretary. 
Among others counted as likely to figure on 
the Board of Directors are David Dows, W. 
A. Nash, and Gen. Slocum, 

Mr. McIntyre has had a very active part in 
bringing about the combination. Its objects. 
are set forth as those usually sought in such 
cases—a doing away with excessive cotnpeti- 
tion and a seeking of economies in adminis- 
tration by combining office forces, lessening 
the need for a large force of buyers and sales- 
men, and so on,: There are the usual denials 
made that there is any intention of establish- 
ing atrust. So far as the Western mullers are 
concerned it is said the vem bination wil) make 
very little difference to them if any way.” . 

For a long time the New York millers have 
been engaged in some pretty active competi- 
tion. scasionally it has come close to the 
dignity of a war in rates, andthen prices have 
gone down after a fashion to greatly disgust 
the millers. A few months ago, for instance, 
a fight was on, the Jones and Hecker compa- 
nies being credited with being the leading 
contestants, the result was a 
drop in rates from $4.75 to 
$4.25 a barrel in about three weeks. 
A combination will do away with such lux- 
uries of the milling business. In fact, there 
has been a 10-cent advance in the last few 
days, which is credited to the consolidation 
scheme. Feed, bran, and other articles turned 
out by the mills, as well us flour, will be af- 
fected. by the deal. The West Indian and 
South American trade wil! feel the éffect to a 
marked extent, much of the product of the 
city mills being sent south.

Shiai tinea, who have always been faithful to 


THEY WANTED TO GET RICH FAST.

Three Men Charged with Robbing the 
Chicago City Railway ‘Company. 

What officers of tne Chicago City railway 
company describe as “anxiety to get money 
without working for it’? has got W. H. 
Farrar, an old conductor, into serious trouble. 
With him are said to be associated two out- 
siders, an ingenious mechanic and a paper- 
hanger. Besides this trio there are thought 
to be two others involved. The meu under ar- 
rest are W. R. Farrar, Cottage Grove avenue 
and Thirty-ninth street: Bert Darnell, Bowen 
and St. Lawrence avenues; and W. F. Sher- 
win, a machinist, No, 234 West Madison street. 
The other men wanted are J. E. Hoyt, No, 
2843 Cotta Grove avenue; and one Scott, 
whose résidence is not known. 

About July 19 it came to the knowledge of 
the company that two of the fare registers 
had been stolen. The first was supposed to 
be in the possession of Scott, and the other 
was known to be in Darnell’s hands. It is 
claimed that Farrar stole the first register in 
June, intendihg to use it a part of the time 
instead of his own register, thereby securing a 
pertion of his collections. But as soon as the 
company missed the stolen register its num- 
ber was made public, and spotters were put to 
work to find it. This vigilance made it im- 

ossible for Farrar to use it, and he kept it 

idden. He yot Sherwin, it is claimed, to 
alter the number of the stolen register. 

Darnell, Scott, and Hoyt were hangers-on 
about the barns and Thirty-ninth street, and 
Farrar approached them. The quartet met at 
Hoyt’s house and made a plan, it is asserted, 
to rob the receiver's office early Fourth of 
July morning. They expected to get all Sun- 
day’s collections, $2,500 or more. Darnell, it

Sunday morning last at 4 0’clock the men in- 
tended to enter the receiver’s office, but on 
reaching the office at Thirty-ninth street the 
custodian of the registers was found asleep 
and Farrar told Darnell to take a register in- 
stead of the money.

Meantime the 
police had been notified and the men were ar- 
rested. They will have a hearing Monday 
morning at 9 o’clock. 


SAID TO SELL LOTTERY TICKETS. 


An “Office” Reported to Be Running on 
West Madison Street. 

It is reported that, in spite of the law, lot- 
tery tickets are regularly being sold at Room 
5, Nos. 155 to 159 West Madison street. The 
piace is kept by Jake Chrisler, a blind man, 
and several assistants. The office is as securely 
hidden behind screens as a saloon in Iowa, 
and all the customer sees is.the attendant at 
the window. The fact that Louisiana State 
Lottery tickets are being:sold, it is said, is not 
denied. The office is liberally supplied with 
lottery circulars, and the neighboring saloons 
are headquarters for infurmation. How the 
police fail to know what is going on is not 
quite clear, . 

A reporter for Tue Trisune called on 
Chrisler, and was provided with circulars of 
the Louisiana State Lottery, including the 
list of winning tickets for the drawing of July 
12, 189%, ana of the lottery of tne Beneficencia 
Publica of the City of Mexico, The barkeeper 
in the Louis La Berge estate saloon, No, 158 
West Madison street, seemed to be well in- 
formed in regard to the business being car- 
ried on next door, In response to inquiries 
he said: | 

‘“Wantto buy a lottery ticket, do you? 
Well, just go up to Jake’s room, No. 5, and he 
will fit you out. ©, Jake’s all right. He has 
been doing business here several years, and is 
responsibles You bet.’’

It’s 
run by Jake Chrisler. We don’t see much of 
him, except when he is led in here by one of 
his boys to get a drink of water.

AGRICULTURAL INSTINCT, 


How Misguided City Employes Try to Op- 
erate a Plow. 

It is quite apparent from the way the city 
employés engaged in street work handle a 
plow that there is no Jerry Rusk connected 
with the city administration.

CLEVELAND COMES OUT FOR FREE TRADE. 

Mr. Cleveland’s speech of acceptance at the 
Madison Square Garden, New York, is unmis- 
takably his own composition. It is wetl 
marked by his solemn ponderosity and his 
vague platitudes. Itisin the main a con- 
densation of his long message to Congress on 
the tariff question, retaining his denuncia- 
tions of the “ bloated manufacturer,” who is 
alleged to be the sole beneficiary of prutec- 
tion, and his expressions of sympathy for the 


consumer, who is said to be oppressively - 


taxed for the benefit of the mill bosses, Mr. 
Cleveland has advanced since he wrote that 
message, and is now in full accord with the 
“tariff for revenue only” platform of his 
party. 

Tne platform says that the government has 
no constitutional power to umpose tariff duties 
except for revenue oniy. Mr. Cleveland says: 
“We oppose earnestly and stubbornly the 
theory upon which our opponents seek to up- 
hold and justify existing tariff laws,” and he 
adds that those laws are unequal and unfair— 
are a robbery—as well as unconstitutional. 
He reiterates his declaration to the working- 
men that protection has not increased their 
wages, vhich havé almost doubled since the 
repéal of the low tariff of 1857-’58. He gives 
them to understand that free trade would not 
take a cent from their pay! but would simply 
deprive their employers of excessive gains, 
still leaving them fair profits. This is extraor- 
dinary logic. Will the millions of pro- 
tected workmen be made to believe it? 

There is one place in this carefully prepared 
address where there is a reminder of the zeal 
displayed by Mr. Cleveland in his message to 
Congress in 1887 for the preservation of the 
American wage scale anc the protection of 
American industries from harm, It was in- 
serted, no doubt for the benefit of the New 
York Sun, the Springfield Republican, the 
Chicago Slaats-Zeitung, and other Demo- 
cratic papers with weak free trade stomachs 
which cannot digest the bloody raw free trade 
doctrine. He states it in this way: 

Ours is not a destructive party. Weare not at 
enmity with the rights of any of our citizens. All 
are our countrymen. We are not recklessly heed- 
less of any American interests, nor will we aban- 
don our regard for the m. 

Doubtless this crumb of comfort will be 
made the mostof by the protective Demo- 
cratic papers. They will say that it is a 
promise or hint at least that some small speck 
of protective duties may be retained if he is 
elected, and that the wage-workers will not be 
suddenly stripped naked to the assaults of the 
under-cutting cheap labor competition cf Eu- 
rope. 

But Mr. Cleveland does not mean by ieabe 
generalities to leave a rag of protection. 
When he says that Democrats are not “a 
destructive party ’’ he must be understood as 
claiming that free trage will destroy 
nothing; that it will give the consumer 
cheap European goods and leave the work- 
ingman’s wages unchanged. When he says 
that the Democrats *“‘are not recklessly heed- 
less of any American interests’? he means 
that there is no interest which free trade will 
endanger. Totake from manufacturers the 
alleged illegal profits they receive is not ‘“‘to 
abandon our regard for them.”’ The Dem- 
ocrats * are not at enmity with the rights of 
any of our citizens,” for if the manufacturers 
have been getting excessive profits they ought 
to be thankful that the Vemocrats do not in- 
sist on them making restitution. 

But, after having uttered the above words, 
Mr. Cleveland goes on to say: 

But invoking the love of fairness and justice 
which belongs to true Americanism, and upon 
which our Constitution rests, we insist that no 
pian of tariff legislation shall be tolerated which 
has for its object and purpose a forced contribu- 
tion from the earnings and income of the mass of 
our citizens to swell directly the accumulations of 
a favored few; nor will we permit.a pretended so- 
licitude for American labor, or any other specious 


pretext of benevolent care for others, to blind the 
eyes of the people to the selfish schemes of those 


who seek through the aid of unequal tariff laws } 


to gain unearned and unreasonable advantages 
at the expense of their fellows. P 

This is unequivocal free trade and an un- 
qualified condemnation of any vestige of pro- 
tection. It isa reaffirmation of the doctrine 
of the platform that protection is unconstitu- 
tional and a robbery. “ No plan of tariff legis- 
lation shall be tolerated which has for its 
object and purpose a forced contribution to 
swell the accumulations of a favored few.’’ 
That means no duties on competitive goods. 
The “ favored few ”’ in this case includes sev- 
eral millions of wage-workers, 

Since Mr. Cleveland har come out thus 
frankly and fully for ultra free trade there is 
nothing now to prevent the voters from deal- 
ing with the main question and deciding 
whether they will have their ports open to 
Europe or adequate protection against foreign 
cheap labor. Mr. Cleveland is for no protec- 
tion. He says free trade will help the con- 
sumer, and recklessly asserts it will not in- 


jure the workingman! He singularly refers to 


the Homestead mills quarrel, where home com- 
petition has slightly cut down the big wages 
of 10 per cent of the 3,800 employés, and argues 
from that unlimited European cheap labor 
competition against all protected American 
industries will raise wagea and prevent a re- 
currence of such quarrels as exist in Pitts- 
burg. Thisa most audacious argument, and 
if the wage-workers bite at that bait they will 
be hauled out of water, broiled, and de- 
voured. The sooner he begins his detailed 
explanation of the way in which a billion and 
a quarter a year can be taken off the price of 
home-made competitive goods without cut- 
ting down wages, the better it will be for his 
chances of election, for he and Mills of Texas 
contend that the consumers are robbed that 
much every year. 


BAD ‘BEHAVIOR OF KENTUCKY. 

The statement that not a smgle Kentuckian 
in either House of Congress voted for the 
World’s Fair appropriatiom is naturally re- 
ceived with astonishment. It is discreditable 
to that State. The relations between Illinois 
and Kentucky heave always been closer than 
those between Illinois and any other State. 
In the early days the central and southern 
portions of Illinois were largely settled by 
farmers from Kentucky, and since that time 
large numbers of its business-men have 
come to the principal cities of the north- 
ern part. The Vice-Presidential candidate 
of the Democratic party, an Illinois man, was 
born and raised in Kentucky. A Mayor of 
Chicago who served four terms and in Con- 
gress is a Kentuckian. Both the Illinois 
Senators were born in that State. The ac- 
complished and popular lady at the head of 
the woman managers is of Kentucky birth 
and education. The prominent men of Kes- 
tucky have always been regarded with affec- 
tion in this State. Henry Watterson, though 
| many, Illinoisans differ from him on free 
' trade, i is highly esteemed for his eloquence and 
frankness. When the Union League club of 
Chicago, an organization of Republicans, 
wanted an orator for its Washington’s 
birthday celebration it went to Kentucky 
and secured Mr. Breckinridge, M. U., and the 
same gentleman has had the high honor;con- 
ferred upon him of delivering the vration at 
the dedication of the World’s Fair next Octo- 
ber. Kentucky indeed has been specially 
honored in connection with the Columbian 


Exposition. Mr. McKenzie is api Vice-Chair- 
man of the Executive com tnittee of the 
National Commission. Mr. Lindsay 
is one of the Commissioners-at-large, 


atid both these gentlemen are members 


of the Board of Reference and Con- 
trol, And this is the réturn which 
Kentucky makes through its ‘delegation in 
Congress for the consideration and friendship 
which have been shown itin connection with 
the Fair and in a thousand other ways. The 
least that can be said is that Illinois is unable 
to understand it. It takes its breath away. 
Is it not time that Kentucky’s representatives 
should turn about and assume a more patriotic 
view of their high duty to the Nation and its 
plighted faith and a more courteous view of 
their relations to Illinois, and actin accord- 
ance with the national and patriotic impulses, 
principles which inspired Henry Clay, whose 
career gave fame and name to Kentucky?

OUR SCHOOL CENSUS. 

According to the enumeration of Supt. 
Frankland the school census gives 1,428,- 
318 as the population of Chicago in May 
last, this total being subject to aslight in- 
crease or decrease on estimates for: the count 
in a few outlying districts. This isa gain of 
219,639 from the school census of two years 
ago and exceeds the Federal count of 1890 by 
328,468 persons. 

It is well known that the Frankland school 
census of two years ago was vitiated by need- 
less duplication. The enumeratdrs in the 
manufacturing wards counted all the men and 
women whom they found working there, 
while those persons were .§ counted 
over again in their homes by other 
enumerators. It is probable this double 
counting ~ amounted to about 6 per cent 
of the population, making the apparent total 
some 70,000 greater than the actual. The re- 
maining 40,000 of the difference between the 
two counts for 1890 was probably due to the 
fact that the Federal census was shart to that 
extent. The enumerators were paid at the 
rate of two cents per name taken, and when 
the process of natmne taking would have in- 
volved considerably more than two cents 
worth of leg work the canvassér dil not al- 
ways take the trouble to perform his whole 
duty. Between the two sins, one of' omission 
and the other of duplication, the counts of the 
Federal and school census differed by 109,000, 
or not far from 10 per cent, which 'was alto- 
gether too much. 

Tae Trisunz would like to know for the 
school census of 1892 how far Supt. Frankland 
tried to steer clear of the manifest errors of 
his enumerators of two years ago? | Were his 
sworn enumerators instructed to ascertain if 
the men and women working in one precinct 
and hving in another precinct were count- 
ed in both, as. was done im 1890? Were per- 
sons who work in one precinct and reside in 
another counted in each? If any ¢onsidera- 


ble rumber were thus enumerated twice then 


the total count is in error to that extent, hke 
the last preceding one, whieh blundered to the 
extent of 70,000 at least, as proved by the enor- 
mous adult population returned fdr certain 
wards. In the absence of any information on 
the subject it is fair to assume that his cen- 
suses were subject to nearly the dame _per- 
centage of error, On that hypothesis 
we may understand the real figures 
to mean that ‘the population of the 
city has increased 220,000 in the two'years, or 
at the rate of 110,000 per annum. But if it 
be supposed that the present Frankland cen- 
sus is reasonably near to correctness the fig- 
ures show a gain of 328,000in the two years |

over the Federal of two years ago, of 290,- 
after allowing for a deficiency of 40,000 in 
Federal count. 
| Whichever of these computations be taken 
lost probably correct it will be evident that 
the City of Chicago has made enormous gains 
in population within the last two years, and 
there was not in that time but a few thousand 
addition due to the annexation of 
some small area. The augment is 
@ greater gain than any other Ameri- 
¢an city can show. Itis a marvelous growth, 
and at least three-fourths of it 1s due to ar- 
rivals from without, At the same rate of in- 
¢rease Chicago would have attained a popula- 
tion of about two millions at the close of the 
century. 


GAPEN ON GaS AND GARBAGE. | 

Dr. Gapen takes exception to Tus TrrpunE’s 
reinarks about his views in regard to the 
cremation of garbage, and renews his recom- 
mendation of gas, as if “ theré’s nothing like 
leather’? for protecting the people from the 
garbage nuisance. He writes of the failure 
of crematories that have been erected in the 
past as if he thinks the non-use of gas was the 
only cause of trouble. But he ought to%be 
aware that some other conditions are essentia 
to a successful and satisfactory cremation of 
garbage, the absence of which would cause 
the failure of furnaces, though they should 
have cost hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
construct them. The use of fire-brick arch 
grates, arranged with suitable interstices for 
letting the air and fire pass up through them 
into the garbage, is one of these, as it is found 
that iron or steel bars soon burn outand melt 
down. 

It may at once be admitted that the use of 
an economically produced: fuel gas gives re- 
sults far superior to those obtainable from 
the use of coal in consumption of garbage. 
Coal on the grate cannot effectually act on 
garbage thrown upon it, while the gas can be 
made to permeate the whole mass cf material 
it is desired to consume. But the same ob- 
jection does not apply to the use of petroleum 
when that is sprayed into the flame, under and 
over the fire-brick grates, this being the 
best approved modern method of feeding the 
oil into the furnace. The process sends the 
oil up through the spaces in the fire-brick into 
the fire in a finely divided state and through 
the garbage. The heat is raised to the high 
temperature required for combustion about 
as rapidly as the gas could be, and 
is as readily attacked by the oxygen which 
must be supplied to each, particle by particle, 
in order to obtain perfect combustion of the 
fuel. Itis true that recently invented proc- 
esses effect the conversion of crude oil into 
gas much more economically than the older 
ones, but the change can be hardly brought 
about without some loss of force, and when 
1§ gan be caused directly im the furnace 
there is no great. reason to prefer the more 
circuitous route for arriving at the end de- 
sired. Now, as petroleum is easily obtainable 
in this city it is searcely necessary to go all 
the way to Kentucky to get the Harris process 
and manufacture gas by it to burn garbage. 
Dr. Gapen admits that oil is the best fect 
next to gas. 

The city will not care much for the fuel gas 
process, when the question is only one of 
saving a cent ortwoontheton of garbage 
consumed by using gas instead of crude 
petroleum. If the city were going into the 
business of manufacturing chemicals or ferti- 
lizers, or other commercial products from 
its garbage, with the object of making 
money out of it, the question of a slight dif- 
ferénce in cost might be worth considering. 
But what the city wants to do is to burn‘up its 
garbage with rapidity and completeness, get- 
ting it out of the way as expeditiously as 
possible and with the least possible cause for 
offense to citizens in the neighborhood, 

If any private individual is inclined to build 
a crematory to be fed with Kentucky gas he 
has full permission to go ahead, and will be 
furnished with a sufficient quantity of garbage 
to make a full test of its merits and capabili- 
ties.

WHAT CONGRESS DECLARED. 

The act of Congress authorizing the World’s 
Fair sets forth that it is *‘an exhibition of vhe 
resources of the United States of America, 
their deveiopment, and of the progress of civ- 
ilization in the New World,” and “ an exhibi- 
tion of arts, industries, manufactures, and 
products of the soil, mine, and sea.’”’ In a 
word, Congress contemplated that its infla. 
ences would be educational. Its purpose is 
to bring together people of all classes in this 
country and show them the results of 
its progress in agricultural, manufact- 
uring, and mining industries, in the liberal 
atts, and in the displays of the products of 
inventive genius, not only in this country bat 
throughout the world, and with all this has 
been associated the important scheme of 
auxiliary congresses in which’ will assem- 
ble representative men from all depart- 
ments of labor and research to discuss 
living questions of religion, education, 
art, reform, social and political economy. 
The educational tendencies of all this are 
apparent at a glance. The outcome will be 
the same as that which followed the Philadel- 
phia Centennial Exposition, but in the propor- 
tionably higher degree that the World’s Fair 
at Chicago will be conducted upon a grander 
and more colossal scale. The Philadelphia 
Exposition was a great affair’ for those days 
and shed honor on that city and much benefit 
on the whole Nation, but it would be consid- 
ered small now. And yet this splendid educa- 
tional scheme, so grand in its plan and so im- 
portant in its results, so essential to the public 
interests and so outreaching in its influences, 
has been struck a treacherous blow by a com- 
bination of Tammany Hall politicians and ex- 
Confederates, utterly regardless of all consid- 
erations of education, enlightenment, culture, 
progress, development, invention, humanity, 
and patriotism, merely to feed fat an ancient 
gtudge against the North! It is a pitiable and 
discouraging spectacle. _ It is well nigh incon- 


‘edivable that any part of the American people 


can elect men to their National Legislature 
who can take such low, narrow, spiteful, and 
mean views of a proud national enterprise 
and who can deliberately cast a stain upon the 
national honor.

The liquor dealers of Chicago are among the 
stanchest opponente. of the opening of the Fair 
on Sundays. If the Fair grounds are closed on 
Sundays, tens of thousands of visitors will most 
likely patroaize on that day the numerous beer- 
gardens, concert-halls, and other places of 
amusement where liquor is sold. A golden har- 
vest is expected by the liquor dealera of Chicago 
fromthe closing of the Fair on Sundays. 

The extract 
speaks for itself, and yet it is to be régretted 
that the saloonkeepers’ statement, as report- 
ed by their official organ, was not laid upon 
the Speaker’s desk with the others,

SULTAN OF MOROCCO TRIED TO 
BRIBE SIR CHARLES.

He Warned the Briton That His Party Was 
in Danger, Then Stole Their Horses to 
Prevent Their Escape from Ferz—Mr. 
Gladstone and Anti-Parnellites Desire 
Pledges from Each Other—Mexico Will 
Reduce Duties—The Heckshers Safe at 
Aix-les-Bains—Foreign News. | 

Lonpon, July 22.—A dispatch from Tangier, 
giving a detailed account of the experiences of 
the British mission to Fez, says after the at- 
tack on the mission the Sultan received Sir 

Charles Euan Smith in the greatest agitation 

and said: : 

**You and your wife anil people are in dan- 
ger; you must come to the palace to\spend 


Sir Charles replied : 
ger, for Iam in the Sultan’s keeping.” | 

The Sultan answered: ‘I am powerless to 
protect you if you return to the mission; I 
am sure you will be killed.” | 

Sir Charles retorted: ‘ Perhaps I am to be 
killed, and perhaps Vice-Consul McLeod will 
be killed, and the whole mission massa¢red if 
you permit it. But I can assure you that 
there will be another British Minister in Fez 
within a month, acvompanied by a better 
equipped staff than mine.’’ But, he added 
deliberately, “‘ There will not be a Sultan in 
Fez then.” : | 

The Sultan, astounded at tne envoy’s de- 
meanor,, repeatedly appealed to him to 
remain at the palace, but | Sir 
Charles adroitly: turned the conversation 
to the subject of the treaty. 
The Sultan immediately said that he 
would sign the treaty, adding: ‘** After the af- 
fronts which my unhappy people have heaped 
upon you how can I make atonement?!’ Sir 
Charles than asked for tne punishment of the 
Pasha of Fez, etc., as already published, 

The Sultan accompanied Sir Charies|to the 
door of the palace when the latter was depart- 
ing, which was a breach of Moorish ag eo 
Sir Charles left the palace with the goder- 
standing that the treaty would be signed within 
a day, but the negotiations dragged until 
the 9th, when the treaty was at length 
signed by Sir Charles ahd the Minister of 
War. It was then taken to the palace for the 
purpose of having the Sultan sign it, and was 
returned on the 10th with the Sultan’s seal at- 


tached. | a 
Sir Charles found, however, that the'treaty 


‘had been tampered with,' and that certain of 


the clauses had been nullified by  addi- 
tions. Sir Charles demanded an explana- 
tion. The Minister of War admitted that the 
alterations in the treaty had been done by the 
Sultan’s orders. He said that he was author- 
ized to pay Sir Charlies the sum of $150,000 if 
he would sign the treaty as it stood. gid 

Sir Charles thereupon ordered the Minister 
out of the Embassy, tore the bogus 
treaty into pieces, broke off communi- 
cations with the palace, and prepared 
to return to the coast. But by 
the Sultan’s orders all the horses and miules 
belonging to the misgion were stolen. | How- 
ever, aswift horse was procured for Drago- 
man Carleton, whom Sir'Charles instructed to 
ride to the coast with a request to the 
Governor of Gibraltar to send an armed es- 
cort and baggage train.

Sultan and the 
foreign powers; the establishment of 
a water supply in “Tangiers;

coast towns, and the removal of the clause in 
the Madrid treaty requiring Europeans to ob-

WANTS FULL SUPPORT ASSURED, 


Anti-Parnellites Will Pledge It to Glad- 
stone Under Certain Conditions, 

Lonpon, July 21.—Mr. Gladstone ig com- 
municating with the leaders of the anti-Par- 
nellite party in an endeavor to obtain an ab- 
solute’ assurance that the party will support 
him with its whole vote in an attack on the 
government by a“‘no confidence” amend- 
ment. The negotiations are likely to be pro- 
longed until the matter,is submitted toa plen- 
ary meeting of the party after Parliament as- 
sembles. In return for a pledge of an un- 
broken vote a section of the anti-Parnellites 
want a written assurance from Mr. Gladstone 
asto the time of the introduction of the 
Home-Rule bill, with some modifications sat- 
isfactory to Irish ideas. 

Although Mr. Gladstone knows that a fiasco 
is certain without the full Irish vote he has 
shown no symptoms of a faint heart. Speak- 
ing to a little group at Kirkmuchael yesterday, 
while driving to Pitlochry, he said: 

Do not be discouraged because our nominal 
majority in the House of Commons is not very 
large. It will comfort you to know that/I have 
sat in twenty-five Parliaments, and in five I have 
seen Liberal governments in office doing a great 
deal of work for the country with not such a ma- 
jority as hag now been returned. 

The Pali Mali Gazette, commenting on the 
speech, says that there is no sign here that 
Mr. Gladstone intends to postpone hig home 
rule measure or to do anything else cdwardly 
or discreditable. On the cuntrary he looks 
forward with zeat tothe interesting |experi- 
ment of governing with asmall majority.

PUTS AN END TO PARNELLISM, 


Irish Members Crestfallen and Anxious for 
Peace—Irish Vote Analyzed. 
[sPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpon, July 21.—The Irish electoral fig- 
ures as now completed reveal just the sitya- 
tion these dispatches reflected from the be- 
ginning. The Nationalist organization con- 
tested eighty-one seats, of which in 1886 it 
held seventy-six, and polled an aggregate of 
239,500 votes, against 78,475 of the Tories. 
But a more valuable computation is that 
based on the eighty-five seats which the Na- 
tionalists carried in 1885 and held undisputed 
up to the Parnellite split. Of these eighty- 
five there were. no contests in nine, where 
Nationalists were returned pacpraced. Of 
the remaining seventy-six the Nationalists 
were fought in every one. The Parnellites 
and Tories each had candidates in thirteen. 
The other sixty-three they divided between 
them, the Parnellites putting up nominees in 
thirty-four and Tories in twenty-nine. 

The Nationalists polled in these seventy-six 
contests 225,528 votes, an average of 2.961. If 
the Parnellite total had been compelled to be 
spread over the whole field of combat in the 
saine way, they would only have shown an 
average of 903. They polled, as a whole, 69,- 
143 votes in forty-seven fights, which gives an 
average of 1,471. The Tories, in forty-two con- 
tests, amassed a total of 57,252, or an average 
of 1,362. In over sixty constituencies, how- 
ever, one of these two opposition factions 
helped the old, with probably more merging 
.of Tpries into Parnellite strength than the re- 
verse. In all, the Nationalist poll exceeded 
2,000 in sixty-four districts. his the Par- 
nellites only did in fourteen-and the Tories in 
eleven. Both these latter, in truth, figure only 
,as the rather pitiful ramp of the opposition. 
Combined they are hardly as important as 
Toryism alone was in Isaac Butts’ time. 

The Irish members over from Ireland report 
the Parnellite voters as being entirely sur- 
prised and crestfallen, and the majority of 
their leaders to be anxious to make terms. It 
is understood that Dr. Kenny will retire from 
the seat for the College Green Division of 
Dublin in favor of James O’Kelley, and Luke 
Hayden from Roscommon to make room 
for another Parneliite who is equally popular 
personally with the Nationalists. Clancy of 
North Dublin is spoken of, with Col. Nolan, 
also, as likely to favor reconciliation. 

The present disposition is to make po terms 
at ail with Timothy Harrington or the two 
Redmonds, but these are details. The real 
point is that in Ireland, tixey feel that the 
elections have settled Parnellism as a faction 
and that some way 1s now certain td be found 
to close the ranks. Interesting confirmation 
of this is found in the news that the Jnde- 

yendent, the organ of the Parnellites in Dub- 
in, will cease ite daily issne next week and 
merge its weekly edition with that of United 
lreland,

Lonpon, July 21.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Times says the visit of the 
Ameer of Bokhara to St. Petersburg has been 
postponed, as it is feared he might bring 
cholera among his retinue, and that he might 
himself take ill in Russia, which would alarm 
his subjects. 

A dispatch to the Lancet from Paris says 
that the cholera in the suburbs of. that city is 
stationary. Officially the disease is styled 
‘“‘epidemic choleraforme.”’ It develops so 
slowly that time for preparations to com- 
bat it can be readily taken. It does not seem 
to have taken root within the walls of the city. 


THE VENEZUELA REVOLUTION, 


Beef $1 a Pound at Caracas—English Syn-

Caracas, July 21.—Two sloops carrying 
arms and provisions to the revolutionary Gen- 
eral, Mora, have been captured off Tucacas 
by the government coast guard.

RECEPTION GIVEN TO GEN, FITZ-SIMONS. 


The Second Regiment’s Day in Camp Lin- 
coln—In Sham Battle. 

SprinGFIELD, IIL, July 21.—! Special. ]— 
Geu. Fitz-Simons was given a royal good wel- 
come upon his arrival at Camp Lincoln this 
morning. He was met at the entrance of the 
parade ground by Maj. Wright’s battalion and 
escorted to Col. Judd’s headquarters. The 
two other battalions were drawn up on the 
color line and asalute of eleven guns fired. 
The General was accompanied by Col. Ball, 
Col. Maxwell, and other inembers of his staff. 
Brig.-Gen. Barclay, commanding the Second 
Br‘gade, visited the camp also and was given 
a like reception. During the forenoon the en- 
tire regiment was engaged in practicing the 
battle exercises preparatory to the afternoon 
imaginary conflict. Immediately after re- 
ceiving Gen. Barclay Companies I and K, 
under command of Capts. Hoonville and Rem- 
ick, were ordered to hold a prominent hill, on 
which the Adjutant-General’s quarters are lo- 


cated. 

Lieut.-Col. Hotchkiss commanded the other 
companies and marched them to the north 
end of the reservation and took their position 
behind the crest of a hill, and were deployed 
by the right and left flanks; the front bein 
impassable. These companies were oblige 
to crawl some bundreds of yards through 


tangled brush and at places where there were 


gaps that nade their march visible to the op- 
posing force. The men passed these by 
lacing the butt’ of the musket between the 
Sioa. folding the arms around the barrel, and 
roiling over and over sideways. They suc- 
ceeded in placing the eight companies which 
were to occupy the rifle pit proper with- 


out the opposing force bemg able to 
discern a single individual that went 
into the pit. hen the entire 


commana had reached its designated position 
it deployed into line of sections, the men clear- 
ing tne tifteen-foot embankment of the ditch 
with arush which carried thein about ten 
yards to the front.: The line of squads was 
carried forward two or three rushes, then 
skirmishers were deployed and the advance 
coutinued, the men going about fifteen yards 
at each rush. The fianks were pro- 
tected by parties of sharpshvoters who 
advanced straight ahead under the cover of a 
dry ditch and a few weeds, and succeeded in 
getting a cross-fire on their opponents. The 
signal corps were kept busy in sending mes- 
sages during the progress of the engagement 
and the utility of the corps was fully shown. 
The Governor arrived in camp at 7 o’clock, 
Maj. Stuart’s battalion as the escort and the 
rest of the regiment saluting him in line with 
presented arins and asalute of seventeen guns 
fired in his honor.

MORE CHARGES AGAINST LINDERFELT. 


It|Is Said He Cheated the Government by 
Making False Affidavits. 

Mitwavxexr, Wis,, July 21.—[Special.]— 
Should the city authorities fail to convict 
Linderfelt, the defaulting public librarian, 
could he be found and brought back, the 
United States authorities have a charge 
against him through a discovery made today 
which would place him in prison. It is found 
that in importing books for private individ- 
uals Linderfelt made affidavit at the Custom 
House that the books were intended solely for 
the public library and not for private use, 
thus escaping payment of the duties which 
amount in instances where intended for other 
than public libraries to 40 per cent of the cost 


rice, 

' Linderfelt, it is said, made extensive pur- 
chases of hooks abroad for some of the 
trustees of the Public Library and others who 
were either ignorant of the law or sup 
that the duties were paid by Linderfelt, the 
orders being placed in his name and the money 
paid to him. Matthew Keenan, one of the 
library trustees, said tonight that in the pur- 
chase of imported books by him through 
Linderfelt he never thought of the duty, and 
he supposed many others gave it no 
more attention than be had. As Linderfelt 

rjured himself in making false affidavit he 
is liable to imprisonment, while the persons 
who received the books or the city will be 
called upon by the government; to pay the 
duties. 

It has also been discovered that a large 
number of valuable books are missing from 
the Public Library. At the next meeting of 
the Council the Library eommittee will rec- 
oinmend a thorough inventory and investiga- 
tion as to what has become of the missing 
books, 

Attorney Brown says that he is not at 
liberty to divulge the result of the conference 
he had at Madison yesterday with Attorney- 
General ©’Connor in reference to the Linder- 
felt case further than that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral agreed with him that if the defaulting 
Public Librarian be found he could 
brought into court and sentenced. It was his 
opinion that Linderfelt was in hiding or had 
taken to the ocean. In the matter of extra- 
dition if located across the waters 
it depended upon treaties existing whether he 
could be returned. If in England, he thought 
he could be brought back. Regarding 
Sweden, Linderfeit’s native land, he had not 
informed himself. Canada, he was of opinion, 
under the recent treaty, would be compelled to 
give him up. That he was not in Boston he 
expressed himself as well satisfied. The local 
Police Department and Boston officials had 
been working together on the inatter for some 
time, but without results other than he could 
not be located. Mr. Brown seemed surprised 
aud attached some significance to the sudden 
departure of W. C. Williams, Linderfelt’s at- 
torney, who left last evening ostensibly for 
Europe. Mr. Williams said before his de- 
parture that he had contemplated a European 
trip for some time. 

Work on the new water-works in Lake tun- 
nel has been suspended for several days, and 
it is rumored that the Chicago contractors, 
Shailer & Schniglau, have abandoned the 
work because of the. losses they have sus- 
tained through the obstacies they have en- 
countered.

Traveling in Too High a Class for His Illi- 
nois Democratic Friends. 

New York, July 21.—([Special.|—When 
Adlai E. Stevenson gets back to Lllinois he 
will have a whole lot of things to explain. 

Delos P. Phelps left the peaceful town of 
Monmouth, Dennis Hogan gave up the munic- 
ipal cares of Geneva, Jake Richards allowed 
the South Town to itself, ani came 
along here several days ago to prepare a route 
over which the Illinois Democrats might cut a 
wide swath generally on account of its Vice- 
Presidential candidate.

How the Car Couplers Bill Was Held Back 
in the Senate. 

Wasainaton, D. C., July 21.—[Special. ]— 
Political hypocrisy is rampant in Presidential 
years, yet there is seldom such a strong illus- 
tration of it as is afforded by the Inter-State 
Commerce cominittee in the Senate. 

Both the Republican and the Democratic 
National platforms indorse the proposed legis- 
lation compelling all of the railroad com- 
panies to use automatic car couplers. Every- 
body is in favor of the principle, but the diffi- 
culty has been to apply it practicaily. The 
House Committee on Comuierce kept a bill

That convention, thereupon, “* denounced ”’ 
the Republican Senate for not having acted 
on the bill, which the House had been seven 
months in passing. 

The Senate com mittee has been considering 
the matter carefully. Yesterday Chairman 
Cullom submitted an amendment to the 
House bill which seems to meet the case as far 
as legislation can meet it. Queerly enough 
the Democratic members of the committee re- 
pudiated their own platform. Hill was the 
only’'Democrat voting in favor of the amend- 
ment, along wit Cullom, Higgins, 
Chandler, and Hiscock. There were four 
votes in the negative cast by Wol- 
cott., Jones of Arkansas, Gorman, and 
Harris. Senator BNve was paired 
bill and Wilson of Jowa for it.

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TORNADO AT HITEMAN 


BUILDINGS IN THE IOWA TOWN 
WRECKED BY WIND.

People Were Hurt by Flying Timbers, but 
Most of the Men Were in the Mines 
When the Storm Came Up-—Severe 
Storms in Illinois—South Dakota Crops 
Are Doing Well—Fight Over an Infant 
Held as Security for Debt—General 


News of the Northwest. 


Orrumwa, Ia., July 21.-[Special.]—A ter- 
rible tornado swept over the mining town of 
Hiteman, just west of here, this morning, 
blowing down and unroofing residences. 
Several persons were injured, one man prob- 
ably fatally. 

The tornado struck Hiteman about 9:20 
with scarcely any warning. The first build- 
ing to suffer was the Welsh Union church. 
The mammoth store of the Hiteman Supply 
company caught it next and was ruined, 
The Wapello Coal company’s big hay barns 
were the pext to suffer and in a few moments 
were a mass of ruins, the flying timbers en- 
dangering lives and seriously injuring 
many. At least twenty dwelling-houses were 
wrecked and as many were unroofed. 

A regular panic occurred among the people, 
and as they ran to cellars and caves for pro- 
tection many were struck with flying timbers 
or carried from their feet. Only one was 
seriously injured. He is a miner whose name 
couid not be learned. 

Hiteman is the most important coal mining 
town in the State, the mines of the Wapello 
Coal company being located there. The ar- 
rival of the storm so late in’ the morning 
probably prevented greater loss of life, 
as the miners were all at work in 
the mines and but few were about 
town. The storm cut a swath about 
one and one-half miles in width, but Hiteman 
was the only town of importance that ley in 
its path. However, great forest trees were 
torn from their roots and the whcle path of 
the storm was desolated. 

At this place the storm was violent, several 
buildings damaged,.and hundreds of pedes- 
trians narrowly escaped injury. A wagon was 
blown over the river bridge and other casual- 
ties occurred, none of which were fatal. The 
tornado was followed by the heaviest rain of 
the year and Courtstreet became like a mount- 
ain stream in spring. In two hours all was 
over and the skies cleared.

The Kohlsaat Bakery Company Acquires 
Another Store, 

H. H, Kohlsaat & Co. have leased the store 
and basement Nos. 221 and 228 State street. 
These quarters are now occupied by the Hild- 
veth Furniture Company. A new front is to 


.be put into the store, and, so they claim, the 


finest bakery in the world will be established 
by the lessees. The building has a frontage 
of fifty feet and is 144 feet in |depth, It is 
now under a twenty year lease|to Giles Bros, 
& Co. Both the original lease of the building 
and the sub-lease to Kohlsaat & Co. were ne- 
gotiated by Van Vlissingen & Ismond. 
The twenty year leasc of the) building was 
made at a graded annual rental ranging from 
$21,000 to $25,000. The lease of the store 
and basement _ to H., H, Kohl- 
saat «6k Co, was made for five 
years at an annual rental of $18,000, with an 
option of a lease for the following five years 
at $20,000 a year. Mr. Kohlsaat considers it a 
ten-year lease at aterm rental of $190,000. 
The building is on the east side| of State and 
opposite Quincy street. The! lease carries 
with it sign privileges at the top of the build- 
ing and steam service. Thera is abundant 
space in the building and its location with 
reference to retail traffic is excellent. The 
idea of having absolutely tha finest retail 
bakery establishment in the world is claimed 
by Mr. Kohisaat himself, ‘ 

“The. bakery business is growing more 
rapidly than anyone realizes,” gaid he. ** The 
receipts of our firm alone last year amounted 
to over $1,000,000, We are niow operating 
four retail houses and will have two or three 
more before the opening of the World’s Fair. 
We will begin work on the State street place 
just as soon as we can get possession. - The 
cost of the improvetmnent has not been esti- 
mated by our architect, but we have simply 
given him carte blanche to produce the finest 
quarters of the kind in the world. In travel- 
ing I have made investigations in most of the 
larger cities of the Ol@ World and find 
that we have more extensive bakery establish- 
ments here than abroad. Inthe larger French 
and German cities the confectionery and 
bakery goods houses are ranged along the 
street in an almost endless artay, but they 
are all small.”’ 

Other Leases and Sales. 

The building at Nos. 45 and 47 Lake street, 
fronting north, between State street and Wa- 
bash avenue, has been leased for a five-year 
term to Hayes & Tracey.

RANDOLPH COUNTY SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT 


Unveiled and Dedicated at Winchester, Ind., 
Yesterday—Started by James Moorman. 
Wincnester, Ind., July 21.—Fifteen thou- 

sand people attended the unveiling of the 

Randolph County soldiers’ monument here 

today. At 10 o’clock an address was made by 

Col. McGuire, Division Commander of the 

Sons of Veterans. After dinner Commander: 

G. B, Cheadle and statf of the Grand Army of 

the, Republic unveiled the monument with 

the dedicatory ceremony of that order. Gov. 

Chase was preseni and made one of his char- 

acteristic speeches. 

The matter of erecting the monument first be- 
gan to be a in 1584, when it became known 
that James Moorman had made provision in his 
will for the gift of $2,000 for the purpose. Lead- 
ing citizens and members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic became interested, and the Legisla- 
ture was petitioned to authorize the County Com- 
missioners to appropriate money for the erection 
of such monument. Mr. Moorman died in 1887 
and in 1889 4,000 voters of the county petition 


the County Commissioners with the result that. 


$25,000 was appropriated. A. O.. Marsh was 
Chairman of the Advisory committee that select- 
ed the design of A. A. McKain of Indianapolis, 
The base of the monument is_ twenty-seven feet 
square, of oolitic limestone. From the base to 
the pedestal of the crowning figure'the material 
u is the best quality of Barre (Vermont) gran- 
ite. The stone work of the monument was com- 
pleted in the fali of 1890, but the bronze work, 
owing to the change in the crowning figure from 
‘*Mars at Rest’’ to the “ Standard Bearer,”’ was 
not completed until the early part of the present 
year. The height of the monument from 
to the top of flagstaff is about seventy-three feet, 
while to the top of the crowning fig- 
ure it is sixty-seven feet, and fifty-three 
feet to the top of the stone work. 
Sixteen cannon muzzies, four to a siile, are placed 
some three feet above the ground line of the base. 
Just above these silent monitors at the four cor- 
ners of the structure are the basal crowning fig- 
ures, each 6 feet 6 inches in height.. The one at 
the northeast corner represents the volunteer in- 
fantry branch of the army. he bold, erect 
carriage, the jaunty soldier cap, the old canteen, 
and uplifted musket firmly caught as if ready to 
fire, is an ideal common soldier.

BiG VICTORY FOR CHICAGO MERCHANTS. 


New-Yorkers, in Cutting Down Discount 
Rates, Throw Up Their Hands. 

A New York dispatch in Tuz Trisune of 
yesterday told of some excitement caused in 
business circles in.that city by an agreement 
between the leading wholesele dry goods mer- 
chants of New York and Philadelphia to 
reinstate the old rates allowed in dis- 
counts on sales. These old rates, which 
have been regarded as regular for 
many decades as thirty-day bills, 
are as follows: On department goods, 6 per 
cent in ten days; on staples, 2 per cent in ten 
days; on.carpets, etc., 4 per cent in ten days. 
These are what might be called the basing 
rates. On long credits the discount varies in 
regular proportion. 

The Eastern merchants in the agreement 
have issued the following circular to their 
customers and other wholesale houses, show- 
mg the discounts they will allow hereafter: 

JuNE 28, 1892.—Please take notice that discounts 
on all purchases or contracts made after June 3, 
1892, shall be as follows: 

On net 30 day bills, 1 per cent in 10 days. 

On net 60 day bills, 2 per cent in 10, or 1 per cent 
in 30 days. 

On “Reg” 30 day bills,é per cent in 10, or 5 per 
cent in 30 days. 

On “ Reg ”’ 60 day bills, 6 2 cent in 10, or 5 per 
cent in 30, or 4 per cent in 60 days. F 

On carpets and oil cloths, 4 per cent in 10, or 3 


per cent in 30 days. 
No other discounts will be accepted in settle- 


ment. 

But this circular does not show the discouuts 
the Eastern houses have been allowing in the 
past. The basing discounts which have been 
dropped were: On department goods, 7 per 
cent in ten days; on staples, 3 per cent in ten 
~~ ; on carpets, etc., & per cent in ten days,

count given by the Eastern merchants. 
New York salesman 
secure a Western customer found himself 
confronted with the fact that the Western man 
preferred to buy in Chicago because he could 
save freight charges by doing so, because he 
could secure his goods in from ten to twelve 
days less time than if he bought in New York, 
and because he found Chicago stocks better 
suited to his trade than those ot New York. 
The New York houses struggled along against 
this fact and these reasons for some time, but 
were finally driven to offermg the Western 
merchant the greater discount in order to get 
his trade. 

Now the Eastern wholesaler has abandoned 
the greater discount. Chicago merchants in- 
cline to the belief that it is because the East 
has found it unprofitable. and vain. Mr. 
Higinbotham of Marshall Field & Co. ex- 
pressed himself as not surprised by the action 
of the Eastern wholesalers. 

“The regular discount, the time-tried and 
panic-tested discount,’’ said Mr. Higinbotham, 
‘*is the only safe discount. We have been 
importuned, beseeched, and implored to give 
the discount one by the Eastern houses, but 
have steadfastly refused todo so. We aim to 
give a buyer the mostrand the best goods for 
his money at regular discounts, and that will 
be our aim to the end. This extra discount 
of 1 per cent is a fallacy. When given 
by an Eastern house itis more than eaten up 
by the extra freight charges and the loss of 
time. I am glad to see it withdrawn, because 
its withdrawal is in favor of the Chicago mar- 
ket and Chicago itself.’’ 

James H. Walker of James H. Walker & 
Co. was of the opinion that the Eastern mer- 
chants had found the giving of an extra dis- 
count a losing business. 

“They have been selling at close figures,” 
he said, ‘and have been under heavy expenses 
in getting this trade, and have found 
this extra discount of 1 per cent wip- 
ing out their eve The wholesalers of 
New York and Philadelphia have been carry- 
ing on a losing fight for business in Chicago’s 
territory for many years. This is but an- 
other scep in the progress of Chicago. .It was 
inevitable. New York’s wholesalers could not 
help themselves. Chicago is full of life, and 
vim, and energy, and is going forward with 
an impetus that cannot be checked.”’ 

At Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co.’s the feeling 
was similar to that at Field’s and Walker’s.

Made with Guthrie or Anyone Else—

the House—No Chance for the Peel 
Bill This Session, 

WasnrveTton, D.C., July 21.—[Special.]— 
“Jt is a slanderous, outrageous lie,’’ remarked 
Secretary Noble just after quitting a game of 
whist at his residence this evening. “* The 
attempt made by Congressmann Simpson to 
jmplicate any member of the administration 
or myself in an alleged fraudulent transac- 
tion in connection with the Cherokee Strip, 
because Mr. Simpson chooses to rise in the 
House of Representatives and charge either 
by implication or direct accusation that cat- 
tlemen are being levied upon to provide funds 
for Republican campaigu purposes, does not 
make it so, nor does the introduction of a pri- 
yate letter strengthen the case. 

“So far from opposing settlement of the 
‘Cherokee Strip it has been my constant en- 
deavor to consummate such an arrangement 
with-a view to opening up a magnificent piece 
of country to homesteaders instead of having 
a grazing strip on the southern border of Kan- 
sas and the northern boundary of Oklahoma 
betome a hiding place for disreputable and 

“In October, 1889, the initiatory steps were 
taken by the Interior Department under my 
personal supervision and by proclamation 
of the President to open up this country, but 
the Cherokees were obdurate and would not 
listen to the commissioners sent to them. 
All around them the Sacs and Foxes, Chey- 
ennes, and Arapahoes were not only willing 
but anxious to have their grazing lands util- 
ized for raising grain and other products, and 


the policy of the Interior Department has 


consistently tended in this direction. 
Claims Cherokees Have No Title. 
“Congressmen and others in a position to 
know can tell best what my efforts have beer, 
for I have never ceased to urge that ail cattle 
and cattle-owners be driven out from the 
strip and kept out. Such an order has re- 


* gently been issued to the army officers in that 


yicinity; in fact, it is only a few weeks old; 
but it has not been executed. My contention 
has always been that the Cherokees have no 
title to this strip at all, and when their repre- 
sentatives took the matter into the courts my 
position was maintained, i 

“Atthetimeof the President’s proclamation 
ordering all squatters out of the strip I was 
absent 6n my vacation, dnd some of the repre- 
sentatives of the Cherokees came to the Presi- 
dent and said it would be a hardship upon cer- 
tain members of the tribe who had been living 
on the land and depended upon it for the sup- 
port of themselves and their cattle. 

“Tt was further represented that thére was a 
man living upon his ranch ina remote corner 
of the strip who should be permitted to stay 
upon the land, and in consequence of these 
representations a modification of the order of 
the President was made to except from expul- 
sion bona: fide Cherokee occupants of land. 
When I called his attention to the :fact, how- 
ever, that this course would lead to complica- 
tions with the cattlemen, a peremptory order 
was issued warning every person off land 
and making no exceptions. 

“ This was in accordance with the policy of 
the Interior Department to opefi up this land 
for settlement as quickly as possible, regardless 
of the claims made to it by the Cherokee Na- 
won. 

No Agreement Even Contem plated. 

* No agreement has ever been made or even 
contemplated with a man named Guthrie or 
anybody else giving privileges which allow 
the exaction of a toll or tax for grazing cattle 
in the Cherokee Strip, nor has this samme 
Guthrie or any one, for that matter, the slight- 
est shadow of right even to be in the disputed 
territory. So far as the administration is 
concerned in raising funds for campaign or 
any other purposes by taxing the cattlemen in 
Cherokee Strip. it is the silliest and most pre- 
posterous canard ever coined. 

_ “As a matter of fact and record too, I have 
in my possession, and propose to submit to 
Congress in answer to Congressman Simpson, 
letters written to the cattlemen and Owners 


‘ instructing them to pay the tax exacted by 
' Guthrie for the maintenance ofa lobby at 


‘Washington in their interest. . These letters 
have been turnea over to me and any fair- 


. minded person who reads.them will not for 


an instant even harbor.a suspicion against 
the President of the United States or any 
of his Cabinet. | | 
“With a view to dispossessing Guthrie and 
similar interlopers in the Cherokee Strip, not 
only has the Interior Department taken 
proper measures, but the aid of the Depart- 
ment of Justice and the War Department has 
been invoked, and not without success either. 
By fraudulent misrepresentation that he 
was a bona fide settler Guthrie has been 
permitted to remain in the strip, but 
he will not be perinitted any longer to stay in 
the Territory for the purpose of levying taxes 
upon cattle-owners and then throwing the 
onus on the Interior or. War Department. 
Out he must go, and he will go too.” 
Peel Bill Has No Chance, 

-There is, unfortunately, no chance that the 
House will pass the bill for opening the Cher- 
okee Outlet. Che influences of the cattlemen 
are as powerful in the House as they are in 
other departments of the government. The 
Committee on Rules has no intention of re- 


- porting the special order for the Peel bill, and 


some of the Southwestern members who pro- 
fess to be for that measure aresoonly because 


‘they know it can’t be brought to a vote. 


_Jerry Simpson made his demonstration be- 
cause he was charged with standing in 
With the cattlemen himself, and he did not 
propose to rest under that imputation. He re- 
iterates that he makes no charges himself 
against any officials, but he says, with truth, 
that the way to end the whole controversy, as 
to the favors granted the cattlemen, would be 
to throw open the strir tosettlement.

Has Been Diligent in the Matter. 


It became apparent early this spri 
pring that there 
would be an effort made on the part of those in- 
terested to again invade the strip, and asearly 
as March 3 the attention of the War Department 
was called to reports that had been received that 
~ Strip was being invaded. and March 24 the 
resident was notified that there would be need 
of more protection this summer than heretofore 
and asking that a sufficient force be put upon the 
strip to enforce existing orders, and from time to 
time since then. As roma ome herein quoted 
will show, I have been diligent in sending to the 
War Department and to the President the in- 
formation obtained from my agents, that, not- 
withstanding the orders to the army, cattie were 
ing pastured on the strip in large numbers. 

The troops were kept in mocon until May 27, 
when the Agricultural Department requested 
that oe 4 be ordered to stop the driving of cattle 
across the quarantine line into Kansas, of which 
I wasinformed by the Secretary of War, in an- 
swer to whom I sent the following : 

The Honorable the Secretary of War—Sir: 
Answering your communication of May 28 and 
also the message from Gen. Miles of yesterday, I 
beg leave to state that if the cattle cannot be 
caves into Kansas against the protest and order 
of the Agricultural Department they should be 
driven across the strip into Texas, where they 
probably came from.

Asks That the Order Be Obeyed. 


““ My request is that the order of the President 
may executed absolutely. and if from any 
cause the ae of the cattie is prevented at 
one place, that they may be moved to another 
place of exit.. The trespassers should be so treat- 
ed that they will gain nothing from the illegal 
meg There are no persons, Cherokees or 
others, that have the right to pasture cattle on 
the strip on contract. 

‘** By the report of military officers forwarded 
last year as stated in the proclamation of Sept. 
9, -1891, there were not over two persons that had 
any pretense of claim in the strip, and the pre- 


tended purchases of cattle are by those who have ‘ 


no more right there than those who sell. It is an 


evasion of the law and should be so treated.”’ 


My only desire was that the President's orders 
should bé literally enforced, ana feeling that from 
some misunderstanding the War Department had 
not done ail that in my opinion ought to have 
been done, I addressed the President as follows: 

“<—JUNE 16, 1892.—The President: 1 have the 
honorto submit herewith telegram from Gen. 
Miles, dated Aug. 25, 1891, relative to Cherokees 
holding cattle on the Cherokee Outlet on which 
was based your order of Aug. 31 last, to the Hon- 
orable Secretary of War, that no exception should 
be made of Cherokees locating or placing herds 
on the strip after the order or in evasion of it, 
and of my notice t@ the public, dated Sept. &, 1891, 
that ‘ those having cattle or other stock on these 
lands, known as the Cherokee Strip, whether 
Cherokee Indians, white men, or others, must re- 
move therefrom with their stock withont delay,’ 
and of recent correspondence from the Honorable 
Secretary of War and Special Land Inspector 
Davis of this department relative to cattle on the 
strip, and that the driving of cattle therefrom 
into Kansas is in violation of quarantine regula- 
tions.’ 
é Blames the Military. 

I gather from all this that the military force 
has been withdrawn or that the military author- 
ities are not about to conform to what my own 
views would require. I have just received from 
Inspector Davis the following dispatch which 
further confirms this belief: 

* ARKANSAS CiT¥, Kas., Jane 12, 1892.—-To Gen. 
Noble, Secretary Interior, Washington, D. C.: 
There is nothing to interfere with immediate in- 
structions to the military <o clear the strip of all 
intruders. Thestreams are all down and roads 
good. Herds of cattle are certainly in the east 
and central portion and presumably in the west. 
The troop sent from Fort Reno has_ sus- 
pended operations until further orders. Hf it 
is determined to enforce your circular 
order of Sept. 9 last the military should 
be given specific instructions that cannot 
be misunderstood or misconstrued. All stock 
should be driven west into the Pan-Handle of 
Texas. Claimants of cattle, whether Cherokees 
or others, should not be permitted to sidetrack 
them into Kansas or Oklahoma, to be driven back 
on the strip as soon as the troops pass. 

“C.F. Davis, Inspector.” 

Under these circumstances I submit that an 
order directing substantially that the cattle tres- 
passing upon this reservation shall be removed, 
and if the same cannot‘possibly be done towards 
Kansas without violating the quarantine reeula- 
tion now existing, that they should be driven from 
the places where they are toward Texas if not 
into Texas, and that the owners of the 

cattle, whether Indians orothers, now obviously 
and incontrovertibly pasturing the same illegally 
and contrary to orders on the outlet should not 
be allowed toe enjoy the benefit of their unlawful 
action. A return of the papers submitted is 
respectfully requested. 

Again Wrote No Orders Received, 

So careful have I been that nothing should be 
left undone in this matter, I again July 16 wrote 
the President that’the Inspector at El Reno had 
informed me under date of July 13 that a renewal 
of the orders directing the removal of these 
cattle had not been received by the troops 
charged with the execution of the order, 

From all this you will see how false are the 
charges made in the letter published in the Rec- 
ord by Mr. Simpson, for not only have I not given 
permission or authority to any one to pasture cat- 
tle on the strip, but I have used all the means at 
my command to compel! an obedience to the Pres- 
ijdent’s orders, in all of which I have had the full- 
est support from the President, whose orders 
bave been issued at once as asked for by me. 

It is arnest Gesire that the Cherokee Out- 
let shafl be opened to settlement, and to that end 
I have labored for nearly three years. I expect 
my public acts to be criticised and commented 
upon, but I am not willing that my good name 
shall be aspersed by such falsehoods or my per- 
sonal integrity questioned in this or any other 
he ny manner peer te ges emg and unqguali-

Given Authority to Try the Claims. 

The Senate today paseed the House bill to 
confer jurisdiction on the Court of Claims to 
hear and determine the claim of tne heir of 
Hugh Worthington for his interest in the steam- 
er Eastport, which vessel, it is claimed, was 
taken by the United States in 1862 and con. 
verted into a gunboat. It 1s also claimed that 
at the tirne of such taking Worthington was 
the owner of three-fifths interest in the steam- 
er, and ne compensat.on has been paid to him 
or his heirs. His daughter, Mrs. Sarah A. 
Oakes of Metropolis, Ill., claims he was a 
loyal citizen, that she is his only heir-at-law, 
and is justly entitled to receive from the 
United States compensation for the value of 
her father’s interest in the steamer. 


Production of Iron and Steel.

TALK IT TO DEATH. 


DSENATORS WEARING OUT ANTI- 


OPTION LEGISLATION. 


: 


Washburn Winces When White Proposes 
to Discuss the Bill Thoroughly — Its 
Friends Believe It Will Not Reach a 
Vote at This Session—House Passed the 
Canadian Ketaliation Bill—Is Made a 
Substitute in the Senate—Appointed to 
the Russian Mission. | 

Wasmineton, D. C., July 21.—[Special.]— 

Senator Washburn has consented to make the 

Anti-Option bill a little more satisfactory to 

the people with whose business it interferes. 

He today moved that Section 12 be elimi- 

nated, No action was taken at the time by 

the Senate. Section 12 is the one that re- 
quired firms doing an option business to have 
their books subjected to inspection by the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, and to pay a license 
fee of $2. The section was an oppressive and 
inquisitorial one, and in actual practice would 
have been intolerable. By striking it out no 


harm will be done. 


A number of hostile amendments were sug- 
gested today and Mr. Washburn said they 
wouid be allright ifa proviso were added 
making it apply to the yarious articles when 
dealt in by speculators, or boards of trade for 
Rpeculative purposes. There is no change as 
regards the prospect of the measure’s passing. 
At the present rate it would take three months 
to dispose of the bill and amendments, 

Some of the triendgof the measure are 
getting discouraged, but on the other hand its 
opponents don’t feel ahy certainty of their 
ability to beat it. 

It Made Washburn Wince. 

Mr. White began his speech on the Anti- 
Option bill in the Senate today with the state- 
ment that in view of the extreme importance 
of the subject he felt called upon to discuss it 
with deliberation and thoroughly. Mr. Wash- 
burn winced visibly, for he, as well as the 
otner friends of the bill, revoguized the cov- 
ert threat that the bill was to be talked to 
death if possible. That was the general 
understanding when the Senate adjourned. 
Mr. White doubtless will be ready to resume 
his argument tomorrow at 2 o’clock and carry 
the bill well along toward the hour of adjourn- 


ment, | 

Following an ancient tradition the Senate 
rarely refuses to suspend the regular order 
long enough to allow a’ Senator to make a set 
speech on any subject near to hig heart. 
They may hear Mr. Call who has given notice 
of his intention to speak on the subject of the 
relations, of the employer to his employé, 
prompted by the Homestead trouble, and 
Mr. Aldrich in a tariff speech. All of these 
thay carry the options bill along well into 
next week. 

Meanwhile the conferrees on the Sundry 
Civil bill wiil be hard at work, and once they 
report ab agreement nothing is likely to hold 
Congress in session another day. That is why 
the friends of the Anti-Options bill felt de- 
pressed when the Senate adjourned this after- 
noon, 

Canadian Reciprocity Bill Passes. 


The most important legislation passed by 
the House today was the bill to enforce re- 
ciprocal commercial relations between the 
United States and Canada. The President 
has sent two messages to Congress on/|the sub- 
ject, and today the House passed ‘he measure 
without division and ‘sent it at once to the 
Senate. It was laid before that body just be- 
fore adjournment and placed on the calendar. 
This promptness indicates that the Congress 
is muchin earnest in this matter; that the 
President will be heartily supported and the 
great interest involved protected. 

As the President has recommended the leg- 
islation there can be no doubt of his action 
upon the bill when it r¢daches hitn. Moréover, 
it is only the first step in retaliation on the 
part of this government, for if it fails of its 
purpose it may be followed up by the enact- 
ment of other pending bills that are much 
more str nt in terms; for instance, cut- 
ting off the immensely valuable privilege 
now enjoyed by the Canadians of shipping 
goods through the United States ih bond and 
without the payment of duty, and imposing 
discriminating duties against European and 
Chinese imports entering the United States 
via Canada. 

Mr, Daniel Renews the Fight. 


Daniel of Virginia and White of Louisiana 
held the floor today in Opposition to the bill. 
Senator Daniel continued the line of thought 
he had taken up yesterday against the consti- 
tutionality of the bill. He thought it) strange 
for Democrats to support a so-called tax 
measure. Mr. Daniel went into a detailed ex- 
amination of the various sections of | the bill 
for the purpose of showing its abuse of the 
taxing power. Hecailed particular attention 
to Sec. 10, which, he said, piled up fines and 
imprisoninent on the transactions acknowl- 
edged to be legitimate. He wanted to know 
where this power cane from; 

He was glad that the Senator from Minne- 
sota had agreed to strike out the obnoxious 
Sec. 12, But to be consistent portions of the 
following section ought to be stricken out. 
Waiving the constitutional objections, Mr. 
Daniel thought that if the bill ever became a 
law it would work more harm than good to 
the class it was supposed to benefit. 

It was an abuse of the power of taxation 
which could not bear good fruit. Having thus 
shown his objections to anti-option legislation, 
Mr. Daniel went off into a long excursion in 
financial fields, advocating wildcat currency 
and the repeal of the State bank tax. He 
thought that if the 10 per cent tax on State 
bank circulation were repealed the country 
would be better off. 


Called It Flagrantly Pernicious, 


Senator White made an _ impassioned 
speech against the bill. His manner was so 
earnest that two or three times he had to sus- 
pend his retnarks and rest. In his judgment 
there had never been a more pernicious, a 
more vicious, or more flagrantly unconstitu- 
tional piece of legislation brought before the 
Senate. There had never been a piece of 
legislation before the Senate more calculated 
to undermine and destroy the foundation of 
the government or more calculated to do 
untold and untellable harm to the American 
people. It was full of gross financial and 
business heresies. Its effect would be to re- 
duce the price of agricultural products to 
every producer. 

The Senator¢from | Minnesota, Mr. White 
said, had moved to strike out the twelfth sec-, 
tion, but would retain the thirteenth so as to 
keep vested in the officers of the government 
the arbitrary powers of search and investiga- 
tion. The purpose of the bill was to strike 
down coutracts entered into under the zgis 
of State law. If it did not assert that power 
it did not assert any power. 

The only semblance of constitutional au- 
thority which the bill had was the twelfth sec- 
tion, and yet the Senator from Minnesota had 
climbed up that tree under which the Senator 
—— trade was to be protected, but under 
which he (Mr. White) thought death and de- 
struction to the trade and business lurked, and 
had let himself down by sawing off the only 
semblance of constitutsonality in the bill. 

The Senator from Minnesota had put on his 
foreign glasses and had turned to the Ameri- 
can people and proposed to put on their 
limbs foreign shackles in regard to ail those 
great righte which were theirs today, temor- 
row, ana forever. Continuing, Mr. White 
said: 

Would Stimulate “ Bucket-Shops.” 

If trading in futures were prohibited in 
Boards of Trade, it would break out in the 
* bucket-shops,’’ and the title of the bill would 
have to be modified by making it read, “An 
act to stimulate gambling in agricultural 
products and to encourage the opening of bucket- 
shops by forbidding gambiing in four or five 
products and licensing it as to all others.”

In answer to a question from the latter Mr. 
White said he had refused to introduce a bill 
invoking the taxing power of the Federal Con- 
stitution against the Louisiana lottery. He 
did not conclude his speech and will take tne 
floor again tomorrow. 


INSISTS ON ITS AMENDMENTS, 


The Senate Sustains Its Deficiency Bill 
Conferrees—Other Proceedings. 

Wasurnerton, D. C., July 21.—In the Sen- 
ate today the disagreeing conference report 
on the Deficiency bill was agreed to and an- 
other conference ordered, 

Mr. Carey from the Committee on Terri- 
tories reported back House bill for the admis- 
sion of New Mexico as a State and said that 
he would not call it up until next session. 
Mr. Platt, a member of that committee, said 


he would present a minority report. 

Mr. Peffer offered a resolution instructing 
the Judiciary coumittee to inquire and re-

PASSED THE CANADA BILL, 


The House Favors Retaliatory Measures— 
Passed a Star Route Bill, 

Wasarneton, D. C., July 21.—In the House 
today the most important business done was 
the passage of the bill to enforce reciprocal 
commercial relations between the United 
States and Canada, A number of measures 
pertaining to military and naval matters were 
passed, but postal affairs were not so success- 
ful, the only measure of general importance 
called up, for the issuing of postal fractional 
notes, not reaching a favorable conclusion. 

Mr. McCreary, from the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, called up a joint resolution 
expressing sympathy with the Russian He- 
brews in distress. 

Mr. Butier of Iowa, by raising the point of 
no quorum, consumed the remainder of the 
hour accorded to the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, and the resolution resumed its place 
on the calendar. 

On motion of Mr. Henderson of North Car. 
olina. a bill was passed authorizing the Post- 
master General, when necessary, to provide 
star route mail service between the dates of 
the annual advertisment for bids. 


TO BE MINISTER TO RUSSIA, 


Ex-President Andrew D. White of Cornell 
Nominated by President Harrison. 

Wasuinoeton, D. C., July 21.—[Special. |— 
President Harrison today filled a number of 
diplomatic vacancies. Ex-President Andrew 
D. White of Cornell College was named as 
Minister to Russia to succeed Charles Emory 
Smith, A. Louden Snowden of Pennsylvania

was promoted from the mission to Greece to 
that of Madrid, to succeed Gen. E. Burd 
Grubb of New Jersey, while Truxton Beale of 
California was transferred from Persia to 
Greece. The Persian mission was not filled, 
but a nomination for it will be made soon. 
Last year, when Special Commissioner Foster 
went to Madrid to negotiate the reciprocity 
convention, Minister Grubb was deeply of- 
fended, and complained to the President. It 
is surmised that since Mr. Foster has become 
Secretary of State Minister Grubb has be- 
come tired of diplomatic life, 

[Andrew Dickson White was born at Homer, 
N. Y., Nov. 7, 1832. He was graduated from Yale 
in 1853, and then traveled in Europe until 1856, 
when he returned tothis country. After study- 
ing history for a year at Yale he was made pro- 
fessor of history and English literature in the 
University of Michigan in 1357. This ition he 
resigned in 1862 on account of ill-health. From 
1863 to 1866 he was a member of the New York 
State Senate. In 1867 he was chosen the first 
President of Cornell University, where he re- 
mained until 1885, when the condition of his 
health compelled him to retire. He visited» Eu- 
rope in 1867-68 to examine the workings of schools 
of agriculture and technology and to purchase 
books and supplies for Cornell, In 1871 Presideut 
Grant appointed him one of the United States 
Commission to negotiate for the purchase of San 
Domingo. In the same year he was Chairman of 
the New York State Republican convention. 
From 1879 to 1881 he was the United States Minis- 
ter toGermany, being appointed by President 
Hayes. In 1883 he was elected a regent of the 
Smithsonian Institution in place of Asa Gray. He 
gave largely from his own means to Cornell Uni- 
versity and endowed theschool of history and 
political science of that institution with his own 
valuable library, comprising 30,000 volumes and 
7,000 pamphlets. 

Mr. White was mentioned as a candidate for 
the Gubernatorial nomination by the Republicans 
of New York at the last canvass. He favored and 
did what he could to compass the nomination of 
Ex-Senator Edmunds in 1884; In addition to his 
contributions to periodicals ‘Mr. White has writ- 
ten: ** Outlines of a Course' of Lectures on His- 
tory,” * Syliabusof Lecturesion Modern History,” 
“The Warfare of Science,’’** Paper Money Infla- 
tion in France,’ “‘The New Germany,’ “ On 
Studies in General History and in the History of 
Civilization,” ** A History of the Doctrine of Com- 
ets,”’ and ** European Schools of History and Pol- 
itics.”’ 

Mr. White resides at Syracuse, N. Y.]

Contracts Made by Competing Lines Causes 
the Road to Announce a Rate of $12 to 
Denver and Return—Lowest Rate Ever 
Made to the Rocky Mountains—The 
Northwestern Forees a Reduction in 
Lumber Rates—Excursion Rates to Port- 
land, Ore.—Burlington’s Withdrawal, 


The reduction by thd Santa Fe of the rate 
to Denver and return to $12 at the time of the 
Knights Templar conclave at Denver was the 
all-absorbing topic of conversation yesterday 
in Western railroad circles. The announce- 
ment of thatiate caused greater consterna- 
tion among the Santa Fe’s competitors than 
any other thing that has happened for some 
time. The rate agreed upon by the Western 
Passenger Association last fall for this occa- 
sion was a rate of one lowest first-class fare 
for the round trip, thus making the through 
rate from Chicago to Denverand return 
$28.15. Since then some of the Western roads, 
it is declared, have |been working among 
the commanderies in the various parts of the 
country making contracts at much lower 
rates than those granted by the association. 
Concessions of all (kinds, it is alleged, 
were made by the Santa Fé’s competitors and 
it claims to have positive proof that two of the 
roads have given away in the shape’ of free 
transportation to bands, commandery officials, 
committees, etc., as well as money and re- 
duced sleeping-car rates, enough to bring the 
net rate down to about $12. The Santa Fé, 
under the circumstances, found it impossible 
to secure any of the business and in order to 
protect its interest ani to secure a fair pro- 
portion of the traffic was compelled to make 
an open rate of $12 for the rounc trip, as an- 
nounced in Tugs Tripune of yesterday. 

The rate announced; by che Santa Fé 1s the 
lowest ever made to the Rocky Mountains and 
is only about one-fourth of a cent a mile. An 
enormous traffic is anticipated during the 
three days the reduced tickets will be 
on sale. and all roads making 
rate will be taxed to their utmost 
capacity. The Burlington, Rock Island, 
Northwestern, and Missouri Pacific will have 
to adopt the new rate as their contracts pro- 
vide for the lowest rate, that may be made by 
any other road. The Milwaukee and St. Paul 
people say they will not meet the new rate, 
but will stick to the one-fare rate for the 
round trip. The Chicago Great Western 
(Maple Leaf) threatens to adopt the reduced 
rate by way of St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
but how it can do this is a mystery. 

Chairman Caldwell|-of the Western Pas- 
senger Association is understood to have 
asked the Santa Fé fora justification of its 
action, and it is expected that he will rule 
that the Santa Fé was not authorized in mak- 
ing sucha rate. The Santa Fé, however, does 
not prepose to back down and will put the 
rate in effect regardless of consequeaces. 


IT WILL CAUSE SERIOUS TROUBLE. 


Reduction in Lumber Rates Expected to 
Result in Demoralization. 

When the General Freight Agents of the 
Western roads met yesterday morning in 
Chairman Midgley’s office to check off the 
reduced lumber tariffs from Wisconsin 
points to all points) in the West Traffic 
Manager Bird of the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul made a proposition to make no re- 
ductions from any point except Eau Claire, 
a reduction from which point had to be made 
uoder the decision of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. All the roads except the 
Northwestern and St.,.Paul and Omaha lines 
expressed a willingness to make no reductions 
from pvints on theif lines and looked upon 
the Milwaukee and St; Paul’s proposition as a 
satisfactory solution | of the trouble. The 
Northwestern and Qmaha roads, however, 
refused to accept the St. Paul’s offer, 
and insisted upon |redacing rates from 
points on their lines to correspond with the 
rates made by the St.| Paul from Eau Claire, 
The Northwestern wag severely denounced for 
taking such position, but it refused to recede, 
and consequently nothing was left todo except 
to gv ahead and make arrangements for 
putting in effect reduced tariffs from all 
points. The Northwestern claims to be under 
contract with lumber firms on its line to give 
them the same rates’ as are made from Eau 
Claire, and that these contracts cannot be 
abrogated. Railroad) officials assert that the 
stubbornness of the Northwestern in this mat- 
ter will cost them thousands of dollars and 
will seriously affect all lumber traffic through- 
out the Western country.

Tenn., Sept. 15 to 16, one first-class fare for 
the round trip; Ohio State Conference of 
Charities and Correction, Cleveland, O., Sept. 
13 to 16, one first-class fare for the round trip 
from points in Ohio only; Springfield Expo- 
sition and Sangamon Fair, Springfield, IIL, 
Sept. 5 to 9, one first-class fare for the round 
trip from points in the State of lliinois within 
200 miles of Springfield; Brethren Church 
National Conference, Spring Fountain Park, 
Warsaw, Ind., Aug. 23 to 30, one fare for the 
round trip from association points, 


Excursion Rates to Portland, Ore. 

The Passenger committee of the Central 
Traftic Association has agreed that the rates 
and conditions adopted by the Western Pas- 
senger Association be adopted for the conven- 
tion of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, I. O. O. 
F., Portland, Ore., Sept. 19 to 26. The rate 
will be one lowest standard fare (differential 
rates not to be recognized), tickets to be sold 
Sept. 10 to 14 inclusive... Tickets may be sold 
going and returning over the same routes, 
with the exception of the routes by way of the 
Southern Pacific lines. Tickets may be sold 
over the latter, provided that the rate is made 
$15 greater for tickets reading one way over 
the Shasta route and $380 greater for tickets 
both ways over that route, such amounts to 
be reperted to the Southern Pacific company 
as arbitraries, in accordance with the require- 
ments of circular issued by General Passenger

WHEN BOGS WERE THICK IN CHICAGO, 


Interesting Reminiscences from George W. 
Waite—Lots of Little Muddy Streams. 
The discovery of a bog at the northeast cor- 
ner of Twelfth street and Blue Island avenue 
by the workmen digging for a foundation for 
the big cable power-house to be located at 
that point has somewhat startled architects 
and projectors of big buildmgs and called 
forth many reminiscences of former “shaky” 
spots and quagmires within the business 
limits of the city. Symptoms of what has re- 
cently been unearthed were discovered: a 
month ago, Taz Trrsunz at. the time pub- 
lishing the fact. : | 
**When I came here in 1839,” said George 
W. Waite, “there were several little spurs 
running off from the river which in the South 
would becalled bayous, but as, except in 
times of floods or heavy rains, they were gen- 
erally motionless and of a muddy consistency, 
the people ther called them sloughs and more 
generally ‘squaggy places.” I remember that 
in 1840, while making surveys for the Galena and 
Chicago railroad, lhad to cross in coming 
from Aux Plaines a big slough, and my recol- 
lection also is that there was a very deep one 
crossing a point near what is now Randolph 
street and the Court-House. We used to cross 
it onalittle shaky foot-bridge. It was dark 
and dirty, and one day I got some of my men 
to run a pole down into it and found its depth 
to be ten feet. I was near that little bridge 
with some friends in 1849 when that big 
freshet that washed ships away camé on. We 
heard a roar, and looking behind saw a wall 
of water that I thought was about eight feet 
high coming on, and when we ran across the 
little foot- bridge it shook so that I thought we 
would be dropped in the stream’s mushy 
depth. “ | 
** | also remember a couple of bayous on the 
South Branch, this side of Bridgeport, but I 
cannot trace in my recollections ahy such a 
long slough or bayou as that described as 
running northwest to Ashland and Ogden 
avenues and of which the Yerkes’ power-house 
lot was a part. There was, though, I think, a 
small arm of the river running up to the 
resent Jesuit Church—a dark and muddy 
ittle streak. There was another slough near 
where Louis Hutt’s lumber yard and factory 
now stand, and one ortwo others jutting off 
from the South Branch, I remember, but I 
cannot exactly place them. At that time, 
you know, there were 
and we fixed locations 
in the river. 


we used to cross on Randolph street by the 


little bridge ended I think at the river near 
the foot of Dearborn street, and began a little 
south of Monroe street, In my surveys for 
the Galena road I found it very wet and quag- 
gy on Kinzie street this side of Western ave- 
nue, ana the slough talked of since the discov- 
ery of the mud and peat pit at Blue Island 
avenueand ‘l'welfth street may have ended up 
there. But all that territory west of the river 
was at that time wet and springy. Why, do 
you know that the engineers who first lpid 
out the line for the Galena road drove piles 
out along what is now Madison street to the 
ridge near Desplaines. The ground there was 
so soft that they thought piles were necessary. 
‘John ¥F. Irwin, who now lives at St. 
Charles, told me that in building the elevator 
for the Illinois Central he had to drive piles 
iu one corner about 90 feet deep, while in the 
other parts of the foundation he had no trou- 
ble to find solid ground. | 
‘‘There were so many of these ‘soggy’ 
points and little bayous running through Chi- 
cago at the time that | have always thou, ht 
great caution ought to be exercised in laying 
foundations for our monster structures. Some 
of them on State street, where piles were not 
driven, show by their settling that they were 
not rested on solid earth. : | 
‘* When the foundation for the Government 
Building was being laid I told Dennis Curran, 
the foreman, that there was a hole there, and 
that the building would surely settle badly, I 
reinembered that an old arm or bayou of the 
river ran up there. I mentioned the fact 
other old settlers, and they also remembered 
But the government engineers thought concrete 
would be all right for the basis of the stri 
ure, and now the building is daily sinking 
and crumbling.”’ | 
While admitting itis a little strange 
neither he nor other old citizens remember 
the exact locations and directions of 
sloughs, Mr. Waite accounts for it by the fact 
that nobody then thought of the wonderful 
growth and future of Chicago, and paid but 
little attention to particularily bad spote iu 
what was then the country. He thinks, how- 
ever, that the story of this particular slough, 
of which the power-house lot is supposed to be 
a small section, is liable to be much ézag- 


gerated. |
